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> GOOD NEWS IN LOUISIANA...Louisiana has become 


the third state to legalize video poker games with coin machine 
operator participation. As we predicted, Gov. Buddy Roemer let 
the bill pass into law on July 30. The State Police, which will ad- 
minister the program, has been granted a $3.9 million budget 
to fund a special division. 


Lt. Riley Blackwelder of the La. State Police was appointed to 
head up the new video poker division on Aug. 19. "Rules and 
regulations are our number one priority, along with the central 
computer system," said Blackwelder the day after his appoint- 
ment. “Ву the first of the year we expect to add 33 commissioned 
troopers and 10 employees in the areas of technical staff, audi- 
tors, and clerical." 


Blackwelder indicated that the new department would move quickly 
to implement the program, but cautioned that the time-consuming 
steps required could mean a spring or mid-year 1992 start-up.

OREGON BANS GRAY GAMES; LEGAL GAMING 
CLOSER... It’s a good bet that Oregon will be the next state 
to legalize video gaming. In early August, Gov. Barbara Roberts 
neither signed nor vetoed a bill banning gray area games. It now 
becomes law, allowing the Oregon Lottery to implement video 
lottery (a power granted by law two years ago). 


An expected wrinkle is a constitutional challenge on one point: 
three percent of the net win from a video lottery would be direct- 
ed toward treatment of "addictive behaviors." Stay tuned for more 
in our next issue. 


BAD NEWS IN IOWA... Temper the excitement from Loui- 
siana and Oregon; there's some ominous news coming out of 
the Hawkeye State. An electronic lottery experiment, set to start 
Nov. 1, is being initiated by the lowa Lottery without amusement 
game operators. 


The one-year experiment will occur in 11 counties and include 
1,000 video games of chance (half button models, half touch- 
screen)—all to be placed by a single source! Games will be lo- 
cated in “оп premise" liquor-licensed establishments only. De- 
tails of the plan parallel those of video lottery programs: wagers 
from 25 cents up to $2, payback of 90 percent, and a maximum 
prize return of up to $1,000. One difference is an on-line system 
instead of dial-up. 


According to lowa Lottery spokesman Bret Voorhees, “Тһе Lot- 
tery Board has the right to conduct electronic lottery under the 
law authorizing the Lottery. The on-line system features cons- 
tant monitoring with all the security and accountability associated 
with these terminals.’ 


GTECH Corp. will supply and maintain the machines; locations 
will be trained to replace ribbons and paper stock, as well as 
repair jams in the terminals. GTECH has licensed the terminal 
technology from Merit Industries. Locations that participate in 
the experiment will be required to sell either instant or pull-tab 
tickets. Net revenue (proceeds after customer payouts) will be 
divided this way: 55 percent to the lowa Lottery, 30 percent to 
GTECH, and 15 percent to the locations. 


lowa operators, who are understandably upset, met on Aug. 20 
in Des Moines to discuss a plan of action. The meeting was well 
attended, as operators understood the seriousness of the situ- 
ation. They have come together and undertaken a grass roots 
effort to send a message to legislators: this experiment will have 
a damaging effect on the local business community. 


AMOA president Jim Trucano agreed, saying, “This sets a terri- 
ble precedent. | feel that the small, independent business per- 
son who is already set up to service games in a particular area 
will be more efficient and effective in servicing video lottery ter- 
minals. If a state wants to maximize revenue it should realize 
that it's in their best interest to do business with coin machine 
operators already out there.’ 


Wally Bohrer of Hastings Distributing in Milwaukee, Wis., chair- 
man of AMOA's Government Relations Committee, said that AMOA 
sent aletter on behalf of the national association explaining how 
this action deeply hurts lowa members. He added: "It goes against 
something we've been doing for 100 years— providing hometown 
amusement games and music." 


Incoming AMOA president Gene Urso commented, “We have 
to watch this situation, because it could affect the whole United 
States. Operators had better organize in their states and make 
contacts with their legislators before a crisis arises. Small busi- 
ness is the backbone of the country. Small business can do a 
better job for the state than anyone else. It helps the economy 
from top to bottom."

MOVEMENT ON DOLLAR COIN... On Aug. 2, the U.S. 
Senate “marked up" the Banking Reform Act and added a pro- 
vision for its dollar coin legislation. Debate on the act is expect- 
ed to take place on the Senate floor in mid-September, accord- 
ing to AAMA’s Laura Olson. "We're glad to see it get out of com- 
mittee, but there's still a long way to go,’ she said. 


Hearings on the Houses dollar coin legislation, H.B. 1245, should 
take place in mid-October, Olson added. It's preferred because 
it does away with the dollar bill. The latest count showed 28 Senate 
and 189 House co-sponsors for dollar coin legislation. 


PREMIER-SMS DEAL OFFICIAL... Premier president Gil 
Pollock confirmed thatthe deal between his company and SMS 
Mfg. has been finalized. Under the agreement, Premier acquires 
the video gaming assets of SMS, creating two distinct divisions: 
the Gottlieb pinball division and the SMS division. The latter will 
continue to be headed by Sal Mirando. 


The sales, marketing, and engineering functions will remain in 
SMS's hometown of Lakewood, N.J. Manufacturing of video lot- 
tery terminals will take place at Premier's facilities in Bensen- 
ville, Ill.

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he story of the wallet is one that had 

a definite impact on my life. It hap- 
pened one day during Jazz Fest here in 
New Orleans when my two brothers and 
my sister were all in town for the festivities 
from their homes in New Mexico and 
Virginia. They were anxious to visit my 
daughter Kim’s grave, since they had not 
been here since she was buried two years 
ago. 

My younger daughter, Mindy, and I 
planned to meet my siblings at a rest stop 
in Mississippi near the cemetery, since we 
were all coming from different directions. 
While we were waiting, Mindy went in- 
side to use the restroom. She came back to 
the car with a cheap, well-worn wallet that 
contained about $150 and asked me what 
she should do. She kept looking at the bat- 
tered condition of the wallet, saying how 
bad she felt for whoever had lost it. 
‘Мот, it must have been someone who 
really needs it,’’ she said. 

About this time we noticed a couple park 
their car, quickly jump out, and rush up to 
the building. They emerged several 
minutes later looking extremely distress- 
ed. Mindy said, “Оһ mom, maybe that’s 
the lady who lost it. Go ask her.” 

I did. And yes, it was her. She was so 
happy that tears rimmed her eyes. It turn- 
ed out that her husband had been out of 
work for months in South Carolina and 
they were traveling to Houston, where he 
had a job waiting. The money in the wallet 
was all they had to get to Texas and to live 
on until he started his job. 

Mindy was as happy as the lady, I think, 
because she also had tears in her eyes. 
“Тіп so glad she got her money back,’ 
she said. 
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The wallet: a 


I was so proud of Mindy. She could 
have easily kept the money; no one would 
would have been the wiser. But instead of 
thinking of what she could do with the 
money, she was thinking of who lost it. In 
the long run—and this is very important— 
she received something much more 
valuable than the money. She was reward- 
ed with a feeling so rich that it exceeded 
any monetary value. And better still, it's 
long-term. She’ll remember it much 
longer than anything she could have spent 
the money on. 

I asked her why she didn't just pocket 
the money. Her answer reminded me of 
how important we are to each other, 
especially those we care about and have an 
influence on. She recalled times (some that 
had already escaped my memory) I had 
returned money to cashiers who had given 
me too much change and other times when 
I stressed the importance of thinking of 
others and how they feel. She told me that 
she just figured it was the right thing to do. 


How often do we truly take the long: 


term look at things? Not often enough if 
the following is any example. A manufac- 
turer was upset with us because his game 
did not appear in our equipment poll. After 
explanations about how the equipment poll 
is compiled, he threatened to pull his 
advertising if it didn't show up the next 
time. It was a pretty bad game, one many 
lost money on. I would have been more 
surprised if it had shown up. However, 
here was the dilemma. How easy it would 
have been to include it. Who really would 
have known? We could have been assured 
of future ads. Why not? I'll tell you why 
not. We would have been deceiving those 
that depend on us for information they can

use to run their businesses more pro- 
fitably. It wasn'tthe right thing to do. They 
didn't care about any long-term effects; 
they wanted to sell those games. 

Sure this company perhaps would have 
sold a few more games, but in the long run, 
everyone who bought the game would 
have known how bad it really was and 
wondered how we could have sold out. 
Not every game is going to be a winner. 
Manufacturers know that, operators know 
it, and certainly we know it. Our saying 
it's good doesn't make it so, it only lowers 
our credibility if we're saying it for selfish 
reasons. 

On the other hand, another manufac- 
turer wasn't all that happy about 
something we said about his game. But he 
was professional about it and I admire him 
tremendously for that. His ad was proud- 
ly displayed in our pages the next month. 
He even mentioned that if operators read 
the truth, when something favorable is 
written, they ll believe it. 

We have a long-term commitment to the 
industry. We will have an impact on those 
we care about. I only hope that our readers 
have the respect for us and understand that 
what we write is as close to the truth as we 
can get. You know what, it really is the 
right thing to do. 11

bined the games on one list. I then 
asked a group of students to list their 
five favorite games. I then compared 
this list to your list, resulting in an 
analysis of the statistical relevance of 
a large scale survey (yours) com- 
pared to a small scale survey with a 
more specific target group (mine). 
There were some major differ- 
ences between the two. Games like 
Tetris did much better on my survey 
than on yours, while some of the 
violent games did slightly worse. 
This could be due to the fact that 
these are newer and not as well 
known to students (who are peren- 
nially poor and don’t have the time 
to visit arcades on a regular basis). 
Also, Tetris is widely available in

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Montana and South Dakota 
have added a sibling to the video 
gaming family: Louisiana. On 
July 30, Gov. Buddy Roemer 
let House Bill 283 pass into law, 
thereby approving the operation 
of video poker games in age- 
controlled environments. The 
governor had signed a riverboat 
gambling bill into law a few 
weeks earlier. 

Happy Louisianians must be 
patient, however. Action on 
both bills is only the initial step 
in a long process before the first 
riverboat sets sail or legal video 
poker games actually appear in 
locations. 

Coin machine operators such 
as Aubrey Brooks of Tommie's 
Vending in Shreveport, La., 
feel rewarded after more than 
two years of working on the 
video poker bill. 

**Our primary intention was 
to get rid of the gray area 
machines that were not gener- 
ating any money for the state,’ 
said Brooks shortly after the an- 
nouncement from Roemer's of- 
fice. ““Тһе video poker bill will 
help all the restaurants and 
lounges and will be a tremen- 
dous boon for the state all the 
way around.” 

His son, Tommie, concurred, 
saying, ““Реоріе are really look- 
ing forward to legalized video 
poker. They're excited because 
it will stimulate their businesses 
and give patrons another activi- 
ty. Small businessmen around 
here need some help; this gives 
them another form of revenue. ”’ 

Bob Nims of A. M.A. Distri- 
butors in Metairie was extreme- 
ly pleased and agreed on the 
positive impact of legal video 
poker. “‘Our bill is a very good 
ЫШ,” he said. *'It provides for 


a limited format of adult enter- 
tainment and has enough reg- 
ulations and strengths built into 
it." 

He noted that in the last five 
years the number of liquor 
licenses in Louisiana went from 
12,000 to less than 8,000—a big 
drop in small business and an in- 
dication of an industry in need 
of a boost. 

A small team of operators 
continued to ‘‘keep the faith" 
during the legislative process. 
They include Aubrey and Tom- 
mie Brooks, Bob Nims, David 
Goudeau of Gerald's Amuse- 
ments in Lafayette, Chris 
Kanellakis of Nat's Amuse- 
ments in Hammond, and Fred 
Boyd of Amite River Amuse- 
ments in Prairieville. 

**On the one hand, I’m tickl- 
ed to death that after four years 
of hard work, we were able to 
get a bill passed," Goudeau 
said. ‘‘But this is just the tip of 
the iceberg. I still have some 
reservations about the rules and 
regulations. I hope the State 
Police makes them compatible 
and equitable for everyone con- 
cerned.’ 

Why did the bill pass this year 
as opposed to last, when it died 
in the state Senate? 

‘‘This year we were a lot 
more organized, we had strong- 
er allies, we hired a professional 
lobbyist, and last but not least, 
1991 is an election уеаг,” 
Goudeau said. ‘‘After all, this is 
Louisiana politics we’ re talking 
about! Also, we changed or 
watered-down some of the pro- 
visions, which may have made 
the bill more palatable to 
legislators.'' 

H.B. 283 provides for a limit 
of three machines per location, 
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with a $2 maximum wager and 
a maximum payout of $500. 
The percentage of payback will 
be a minimum of 80 percent; a 
central computer system will 
monitor all machine activities. 
The only exception to the 
machine limit will be in off- 
track betting establishments and 
truck stops that comprise a five- 
acre land site and have over- 
night accommodations. 

The Gaming Enforcement 
Division of the the Louisiana 
State Police will be responsible 
for administering the pro- 
gram. According to Sgt. Frank 
Brown, Nov. 15 is the deadline 
for rules and regulations to be 
published in the register. This is 
not the date the rules become ef- 
fective. Enactment only occurs 
after public hearings and 
legislative oversight. 

Brown was very clear on a 
major point of the bill, saying, 
“Тһе law specifically provides 
that any video poker device in 
operation that is not in com- 
pliance with the statute will be 


illegal. This clarifies and sim- 
plifies the matter from an en- 
forcement standpoint, explain- 
ing what is and isn’t allowed.” 

Even though the bill provides 
that no machines can be in 
operation before Jan. 2, 1992, 
this does not mean that games 
will be put out on the street at 
that time. A more plausible 
Start-up date is early spring. 

In addition to rules and 
regulations, the state must 
choose a central computer 
system for the program. This 
involves a bidding process and 
evaluation, which can take place 
at the same time the rules and 
regulations are being drawn up. 
All these steps must be com- 
pleted before any license ap- 
plications can be prepared. It is 
premature to apply for a license 
at the present time. 

The State Police cannot pro- 
ceed further until funding is 
granted from the Interim Finan- 
cing Board. It is hoped that this 
crucial step will be undertaken 
swiftly.

A distributor in Detroit con- 
victed earlier this year of 
distributing copied games has 
been sentenced to eight months 
in prison and fined $10,200, 
followed by two years of 
probation.

counterfeiters and their U.S.

as an example of what can be 
expected by those who infringe 
the rights of AAMA mem- 
bers.”’

But this is a policy that won't be 
tested very often, says company 
president Rus Strahan, because 
his equipment doesn't damage 
CDs. 

“It’s the strongest way we 
could think of to say that our 
equipment does no harm to an 
operator's expensive CDs—in 
any way—after any number of 
plays,’ said Strahan ofthe “Ме 
Break ’ Em, We Own “Ет” 
policy. 

He explains that NSM spent 
an ''enormous amount’’ of 
time, money, and design energy 
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to emerge with the ‘‘Quick 
Change Artist" CD changer, 
which does no harm to CDs. 

“Ошт changer never even 
touches the CD, just the tray it’s 
cradled in,’’ Strahan said. ‘‘So 
mechanically our system cannot 
possibly damage CDs. Further- 
more, CDs are always kept 
perfectly flat in our changer, 
with full horizontal support to 
protect CDs against heat- 
warping and distortion. Then 
we protect them against air- 
borne impurities—dust, smoke, 
and so forth—by enclosing 
everything in its own internal 
chamber.’

became law in Louisiana, our 
phone has set a new world's 
record for the number of rings on 
a given day. This bill legalized 
video poker in the state in age- 
controlled environments. Passage 
of the law means it's a new ball 
game for everyone. Ground rules 
are being established by the State 
Police, the entity charged with the 
responsibility for administering 
the program. 

Rejoicing over the coming of 
regulated gaming has not been 
shared by all. The success oflegal 
video gaming puts the kibosh on 
gray area games. Proponents 
have looked at video poker as a 
helpful step in turning around the 
state's depressed economy; it's a 
blessing for the small business- 
man. 

Gray area game operators, who 
are not accustomed to accounting 
to any other authority, resent hav- 
ing to become a partner with the 
State Police. Numerous com- 
ments have also been passed 
regarding the "big guys" who will 
benefit the most. 

Before laying blame on larger 
operators for a piece of the pie not 
yet baked, consider the time, ef- 
fort, and cash that this group ex- 
pended in the push to legalize 
video gaming. It's easy to sit back 
and criticize when you weren't “іп 
that number" at chip-counting 
time. 

Obtaining passage of positive 
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video gaming legislation requires 
years of commitment. Have the 
complainers been there all along? 
Have they labored at the state 
capital to gather support for the 
bill? Have they assisted in educat- 
ing legislators that coin machine 
operators provide a valuable ser- 
vice in the community and are 
respectable tax-paying business- 
men? 

Sure, not everyone has the same 
amount of money to contribute. 
Time and energy devoted to letter- 
writing campaigns to congress- 
men are also valuable, along with 
some kind of monetary ante-up. 
Among the expenses to be paid in- 
clude the services of a top-notch 
lobbyist and possibly a public rela- 
tions specialist to prepare educa- 
tional materials for distribution. 

Complacency can have devas- 
tating results. Even if an operator 
is not in favor of legal video gam- 
ing, his state officials may already 
be looking at the financial benefits 
of a single-source situation that 
leaves operators out in the cold. 
Lottery commissions charged 
with a mandate to increase their 
bottom line have been looking at 
video lottery terminal profitability 
as well. Consider the situation in 
Iowa. This source of revenue is not 
a secret known only to our 
industry. 

Don't let Louisiana be one of the 
last states to pass legislation that 
includes coin machine operators. 
Yes, we now have to account to

the state in a highly regulated at- 
mosphere. But yes, most of us 
would prefer to be a partner with 
the state in this endeavor rather 
than compete with it in locations. 

Our individual livelihood and 
our entire industry could be at risk 
if states or lottery commissions 
choose single-source. In the best 
case scenario, arcade operators 
will continue to function with a 
product base of family oriented 
games. In the worst case scenario, 
the street operator will disappear 
likethe Triceratops because loca- 
tions will be filled with state- or lot- 
tery commission-owned video 
poker games. 

What jumps to mind is the title 
of Tom Clancy's 1989 epic: "Clear 
and Present Danger." There is 
definitely a danger that operators 
could be locked out of participa- 
tion in the lucrative placement of 
video lottery terminals. Don't be 
left wondering what went wrong 
as government passes you by. 
There are contributions to be 
made to your state effort on more 
than one level. Find out what can 
be done to turn a splintered effort 
into a cohesive effort that benefits 
the entire coin machine com- 
munity.

here can you find a collection of 

such coin-op games as Humpty 
Dumpty, Gorgar, Pong, Pac-Man, 
Asteroids, and Centipede? In a hopeless- 
ly outdated location or, if you’re in St. 
Louis, the newly opened National Video 
Game and Coin-Op Museum. 


These are just some of the games on. 


display and available for play at the 
museum, which opened in mid-June. In- 
cluded among the videos is the very first 
such game, Computer Space. A pinball 
corner features Humpty Dumpty, the first 
pin with flippers, Gorgar, the first talking 
pinball, along with Wizard, Highways, 
and Vagabond. 

A 1946 AMI Model A jukebox and 
several coin-op midway games round out 
the equipment on display. 

The museum also features a transparent 
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video game, housed in plexiglas, that 
allows visitors to see how ‘‘the works" 
work; plaques that outline the history of 
coin-op amusements; handpainted 
backglasses from older pinballs; giant 
blow-ups of promotional brochures for 
video games; and playing tokens from 
numerous American game rooms. 

`` Video games are much more than just 
a way to spend time and quarters,” said 
museum spokesperson Judy Smith. 
""There's no question that the high degree 
of computer literacy in today's younger 
generation is due, in part, to their exposure 
to computer-based play. When people 
learn first to have fun with computers, it's 
much easier for them to master the more 
serious applications later оп.” 

Nearly all of the games are available for 
play. The cost of admission includes four 


free tokens, with additional tokens 
available for purchase. 

According to museum director Steve 
Lochmoeller, over 200 people came to the 
museum the first four days. The project 
has been in the works for over a year. 
Lochmoeller and Andrew Newman of 
Edison Bros. came up with the idea. 

The not-for-profit museum currently 
occupies 5,000 square feet of space and is 
filled with 62 games. ‘‘We would like to 
display more,’’ Lochmoeller said. ‘‘If the 
venture is successful we can exercise op- 
tions in our building and ехрапа.” 

The museum is located at 801 N. Second 
Street in Laclede's Landing, two blocks 
from the Gateway Arch grounds. It is open 
seven days a week.

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wo years ago when we did a cover 

story on SNK, the company was mak- 
ing a noticeable impact on the coin-op in- 
dustry with games like Beast Busters and 
P.O.W. 

Although the company never stopped of- 
fering the industry some very acceptable 
games, it was in 1990 that SNK found its 
rightful place in the coin-op industry— 


somewhere very near the top—with the in- 
troduction of the Neo-Geo system. 

The technologically advanced system 
had been in development for over two years 
and was formally introduced at ACME ‘90 
in Chicago. However, the skepticism of 
ACME attendees seemed to outweigh the 
praise. The industry collectively voiced its 
opinion that the concept was good, but 
needed assurance that exceptional games 
would follow. 

“ОК,” said SNK, “уош”уе got it.’ The 
company proceeded to offer the impressive 
line-up of extraordinary games that the in- 
dustry demanded. In fact, many of the Neo- 


Geo games have shown up on equipment 
polls in various trade publications—quite a 
feat for a multi-game system. Games like 
King of the Monsters, Sengoku, Burning 
Fight, Ninja Combat, Baseball Stars, 
Cyberlip, and a dozen others have secured 
Neo-Geo a favorable place in the annals of 
coin-op. 

In the year-and-a-half since its introduc- 


tion, SNK has tested various Neo-Geo 
configurations—six-slot, four-slot, two- 
slot cabaret style, and the one-slot kit. After 
careful analyses, the company has zeroed- 
in on the one-slot dedicated with a 19- or 
25-inch monitor, the one-slot kit (which 
was previously sold by Romstar), and the 
four-slot upright. And the games for it just 
keep getting better. 

At AMOA ’91 in Las Vegas, SNK will 
introduce Super Baseball 2020, in response 
to the overwhelming success of Baseball 
Stars, and Crossed Swords, a medieval ac- 
tion game.

Company history 

SNK Japan was started by Eikichi 
Kawasaki in 1973, a former boxer, con- 
struction worker, computer expert, and 


restaurateur. He serves not only as the 
chairman of the board but also as the direc- 
tor of R&D, which is vital to SNK’s suc- 
cess. There are design teams in the Osaka 
home office and in Tokyo. Mr. Kawasaki 
has a keen insight into the coin-op industry 
and saw Neo-Geo as a natural evolution 
within the industry. When R&D began, 
Mr. Kawasaki envisioned inexpensive— 
but money-making—games that are easy to 
change. 

When Mr. Kawasaki expanded into the 
United States in 1986, Paul Jacobs, a 
veteran of the coin-op industry, was nam- 
ed president. Jacobs shares Mr. 


Kawasaki's insight and never doubted the 
Neo-Geo’s worth. 

""When we first introduced the system at 
ACME last year, I knew there would be 
doubts,’’ Jacobs said. ‘‘I believe we were 
paying for sins ofthe past when other com- 
panies introduced a system but put the real- 
ly hot hits out in dedicated games. We had 
no plans to do any such thing. I never 


underestimated what Neo-Geo could do for 
the industry. A year later, I know I was 
right.” 

Jacobs’ experience spans several 
decades, including working for his dad’s 
distributorship, having his own distributor- 
ship after his father’s death, working for: 
Wurlitzer until the early ’70s, and a stint at 
the now-defunct Chicago Coin, which was 
his first manufacturing job. However, it 
was just the beginning as he moved on to 
Exidy, Meadows Games, Vectorbeam, 
Universal, and Capcom before settling in at 
SNK.

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are sales offices in Osaka, Tokyo, Chiba, 
Fukuoka, and Nagoya. There are 250 
employees in Japan and 20 in the United 
States. In a fast-paced industry where tur- 
nover is the norm, SNK seems to be ex- 
empt; it has had virtually no turnover of key 
personnel in the last two years. 

John Barone has been in the industry for 
nearly a decade, the last four years with 
SNK. He worked with Jacobs at Exidy for 
three years, left for the position of director 
of sales at Data East, and joined SNK as the 
vice president of the coin-op division. 

Susan Jarocki has been at SNK four years 
but was no newcomer to the industry. Her 
dad, Stan, was in the coin-op business all of 


The Neo-Geo is making system believers 
out of many reluctant operators. The 
technology is definitely high-tech. For ex- 
ample, there is a 65,536 color palate, 
allowing over 4,000 colors to be displayed 
on the screen at one time. It has the ability 
to control over 380 characters and boasts a 
tremendous memory capability. There's a 
memory card for players and another one 
for operators. 

With the memory card, a player can slip 
a personalized card into a game to store the 
game he's playing. He can return later, 
place the card back in to load-in the game, 
and continue from where he left off. (The 
card is also interchangeable with the Neo-

An operator can place 
another card in a game to retrieve pertinent 
information and download it into his office 
computer. 

While the memory card for players is in- 
terchangeable with the home system, 
Jacobs is quick to stress that the games are 
not. ‘‘Although there is a Neo-Geo home 
system, the games are different and not in- 
terchangeable,’’ he said. “‘Another thing 
we stress is that we do not release games for 
the home until they have been available at 
least six months for coin-op. That way, 
operators have the time to recoup their in- 
vestment.”’ 

For those who have tried the Neo-Geo, 
you will be anxious to get over to the SNK 
booth to see what new titles will be making 
you money this year. For those who have 
waited to make sure there will be plenty of 
good games, you’ll see that your wait is 
over. If it’s true that any system is only as 
good as the games on it, then it’s certain that

turers Association (AAMA) spon- 
sored the second Latin American Expo held 
in Mexico City on July 24-25 at the 
Sheraton Marie Isabella Hotel. 

Last year there was some confusion as 
two shows were held just weeks apart, the 
first sponsored by companies in Mexico 
and the second by AAMA. However, as 
talks were held and both sides realized what 
the intentions were, only one show was 
necessary this year. 

The attendance rivaled last year’s, draw- 
ing slightly more attendees. However, 
many of the exhibitors noted that it was a 
much more professional group walking the 
floor. 

A group of amusement companies form- 
ed a new association, Asociacion Nacional 


De La Industria De Juegos Electronicos Y 
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Entretenimiento, A.C., to address various 
needs of the industry in Mexico. Their 
goals are to promote the integration of in- 
dividuals related directly or indirectly to the 
games and entertainment industry, to 
counsel those in the industry, to negotiate 
with authorities about licenses appropriate 
for members, to plan activities that would 
benefit the industry, and to provide pam- 
phlets and brochures to promote the 
industry. 

The president of the new association, 
Jesus Gutierrez, explained that the old 
association was not doing what many Mex- 
ican companies thought needed to be done. 
‘‘I think our new association will help the 
industry stabilize. There are many con- 
cerns down here, from licenses to wiping 
out copied games, '' he added. 

Copied games have flourished in Mexico

for many years. Since copyright laws were 
not enforced and many companies did not 
even bother to register their copyrights in 
the country, copies have run rampant. With 
more liberal trade agreements between the 
United States and Mexico, many manufac- 
turers are viewing Mexico as a young 
market, one to be developed. As such, 
American companies are registering 
copyrights and AAMA is undertaking a 
massive effort to wipe out copied games. 
Many in Mexico are all for the effort, 
feeling that copied games are not as good 
quality. However, there are many more 
that think it will be next to impossible to 
eliminate them. ‘‘After all, this is Mexico, 
not the United States. You can’t waltz in 
here and try to make it like the United 
States. No matter what efforts are made, it 
will still be Mexico,’’ explained one Mex-

before we will be able to compare our in- 
dustry with that in the United States. 
Already there are some beautiful arcades 
like Coney Island in one of the larger malls. 
I'd be naive if I really thought it would hap- 
pen overnight, but I do know that it will take 
a lot of money to eliminate copied games. 
They have been around so long,’’ noted an 
operator. 

The Americans that participated were 
overwhelmed with the show. Those that at- 
tended last year's event were making silent 
comparisons, and those there for the first 
time were talking about the positive 
response from the Mexican operators. Said 
one manufacturer, '*This is a good business 


down here and I can see it growing into 
something dynamic. '' 

However, another added this: **With the 
value of the peso so low, I've seen arcades 
selling game play for as little as three cents 
in dollar value. It is hard to imagine that 
operators here will be able to buy expensive 
Батев іп any quantity. I think that right now 
they are looking more toward the used 
game market.” 

With a new association and efforts to 
**clean ар” the market in Mexico, we 
should see some positive changes by next 
year's show. But like many said, don't ex- 
pect it to happen overnight. | |

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The beginning of anew era 
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ехісо City was the stage for the Latin 

American Exposition of Diversion, 
Music, and Games. Held July 24-25, the 
show was the focal point of the reunion bet- 
ween the American Amusement Machine 
Association (AAMA) and the National 
Association of Electronic Game and Enter- 
tainment (ANIJEE). 

As some of you may recall during the 
first exposition in Mexico, the meeting bet- 
ween both countries did not have lasting ef- 
fects. In fact the meeting put a distance bet- 
ween both parties, which led to very little 
cooperation between them. 

This is not the case this year. A revamp 
of the association has taken place. Most of 
the members are new and there seems to be 
a unanimous accord among them to 
cooperate and work together as a profes- 
sional association. 

I had the pleasure of interviewing the 
new president of the ANIJEE, Jesus 


Gutierrez, of Chrismo. Here is what he had 
to say. 

How long have you been involved in 
the coin-op industry? 

For 23 years. I began in the bubble gum 
machine business. I have 12 years of ex- 
perience with video games. 

What motivated the members to unite 
and reform the association? What are its 
primary objectives? 

The association was initiated because of 
the many problems experienced by the 
Mexican industry of video games. For ex- 
ample, one of the principal problems we 
have is with the local Mexican government 
within Mexico City. This problem arises 
out of arguments that damage to children 
occurs from playing video games. It's an 
argument that is false. 

The competition of certain people who 
are not legally registered or operate illegal 
companies creates unfair competition with 
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legally established firms. These 
unregistered companies usually receive the 
same prices without paying duties, taxes, 
salaries, company expenses, etc. 

Our objectives are to unite all of the Mex- 
ican companies and to set a structured 
system in which all companies can compete 
in an environment of fair competition. 

On behalf of the association, we are 
working so that the government can see the 
reality of our industry, one which provides 
employment for hundreds in Mexico 
directly and indirectly. We also want to 
show that this is an industry that does not 
cause any ill effects to our children. 

What would you say is the fundamen- 
tal difference between the old and new 
associations? 

First of all, the old association consisted 
of only seven companies. The association 
was a closed membership that would not 
permit new members. This new association 
is reaching out to all the companies in Mex- 
ico. We are open-minded and have an 
agenda that affects every one of us. 

Secondly, we have a sincere and genuine 
interest to work together with AAMA to 
structure the industry in our country and 
make it work for everyone. 


You mentioned wanting to work with 
ААМА and some of the problems that 
Mexico is experiencing within the in- 
dustry. What would be your request to 
the U.S. industries in assisting your 
association? 

We are requesting assistance in several 
areas. 

1) Image building—Work with our 
association to change the image that our 
government has of our industry. 

2) Distribution channels—We ask of the 
U.S. companies to respect and acknow- 
ledge the companies which are legitimate 
entities. We ask that there be a structured 
system in the distribution of your products 
so that the distribution process is 
channeled. 

3) Special pricing—In order for our com- 
panies to embrace your products (spe- 
cifically PCB kits), we are looking to 
establish special pricing on volume pur- 
chases, credit, and early distribution of new 
games. We’d also like to see service 
available to our customers who are pur- 
chasing these kits. 

What would you say as to the future 
outlook of the industry in Mexico? 

The future for Mexico looks bright. The 


Mexican market is developing and it will 
continue to grow. The association is young 
and growing. Many distributors, operators, 
and wholesalers are now becoming aware 
of our association. We will continue to 
work together to bring growth to the 
industry. 

The meeting that was set during the ex- 
po in Mexico City appears to have brought 
about a new working relationship. Pro- 
mises have been made by both parties. 

In closing we feel that a continuous 
dialogue between the associations will in 
time resolve the problems of all 
concerned. [|J

istributors from across the United 
States and abroad converged in New 
York City on July 29 for the unveiling of 
Atari Games’ latest dedicated piece, Steel 
Talons, a helicopter combat game. The 
event took place at the offices of Time 
Warner Inc., Atari's parent company. 
Steel Talons, which began shipment in 
mid-August, has outearned all previous 
Atari games on test, including such recent 
hits as Race Drivin' and Pit-Fighter, 
according to vice president of sales Shane 
Breaks. Part of the reason, he says, is the 
fact that Steel Talons is a deluxe sit-down 
with dual 25-inch monitors. The two- 
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player cockpit design allows the game to 
fetch 50 cents from each of the two players 
during simultaneous play (the game can 
also be enjoyed in a one-player 
configuration). 

Steel Talons boasts unique game con- 
trols: cyclic for movement forward, 
backward, left, and right; collective for 
controlling the helicopter's altitude; and 
rudder for stationary rotation. Polygon 
hardware gives the player a realistic 
simulation of a 360-degree universe, and 
the authenticity is aided by digitized 
graphics on the player instruction screens. 

Beginning players can get used to the

game by flying a training mission, while 
more experienced pilots can select from 12 
different combat missions for competitive 
or cooperative play. Player choices also in- 
clude either the computer-assisted or Real 
Helicopter Flight mode, as well as a third- 
person vs. first-person view of the 
helicopter. The third-person view is on the 
screen, while the first-person view is ob- 
tained by pushing the “200” button, 
allowing a gaze out of the windscreen.

: ut even when he was on the phone 
with two other lines buzzing, or in an 
airport waiting to catch another plane, 
Trucano always found the time to answer 
our questions or return calls promptly. 
That's a refreshing departure from the all- 
too-common “ГІ get back with you next 
week’’ or, worse, “І can't comment on 
that!” 

What was your number one goal as you 
took the office of AMOA president, and 
have you achieved it? 

My number one goal was to fine-tune the 
many programs and services that AMOA 
provides for its members. The secondary 
goal was to change the average operator’ s 
perception of AMOA, so that he felt he had 
to belong in order to be profitable. 

I think I’ve been successful in the first in- 

stance. We’ve fine-tuned the AMOA- 
National Dart Association, the AMOA- 
International Flipper Pinball Association, 
and our approach to video lottery with the 
creation of the Regulated Gaming Institute. 
Га like to think I had a hand in all of these 
things. But whether the average operator 
feels he’s got to belong to AMOA in order 
to survive, I don’t know. You’d have to ask 
them. 
I’m sure you were prepared for it, but 
was the incessant travel required of an 
AMOA president something you ever 
got used to? 

You have at least three years on the 
AMOA board to plan for it, to take care of 
your commitments at home in terms of run- 
ning the business. I think I’ve done fairly 
well in that sense. But you never get used 
to having to pack, drive to the airport, get 
on the airplane, check into the hotel—and 


then doing it again for the return home. 

I never got tired of being at the meetings, 
though; that was great. State association 
meetings are a lot of work. They take up a 
lot of time, and you’ re exhausted when you 
get done. But they are probably the second 
most important thing an operator can do in 
this industry besides attending AMOA ex- 
pos. I sincerely believe that. 

So Collins Music Co. didn’t suffer while 
you were away? 

I'll answer it this way: if a guy takes the 
time he has when he comes aboard as 
AMOA secretary, up until the time he 
becomes AMOA president, and works out 
a game plan to cover his business while he’s 
away, then there should be little or no 
suffering. 

On the other hand, Га like to believe that 
had I been here the entire year, without 
traveling all over the country, things 
would’ve been better in some regard. I took 
a lot of time to find someone to run the show 
while I was gone. I gave him responsibili- 
ty and made him accountable; he’s done a 
hell of a job. 

What aspect of being AMOA president 
was unexpected, something you didn’t 
plan on? 

I didn’t expect the video lottery issue to 

become as pervasive as it has. I also didn’t 
expect cigarette vending to encounter so 
many problems so quickly. To be honest, 
I’m somewhat frustrated at our lack of suc- 
cess in both areas. 
In your travels across the country, what 
do you see the state associations doing 
wrong in their efforts to get a video lot- 
tery bill passed, or are they doing 
anything wrong? 
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I was in South Dakota for the entire pro- 
cess, up until six months before the bill 
passed. South Dakota made some mistakes 
during that process, and other states are 
making the same ones. I’ve tried to point 
them out at the state association meetings. 

The thing that people don’t realize is that 
the video lottery and cigarette machine 
issues are not like the traditional issues coin 
machine operators have had to deal with. 
Historically, we’ve gone to the legislature 
to try to fight a license increase, a sales tax 
increase, and other industry-specific issues 
of that nature. You don’t get a lot of adverse 
publicity on these matters. 

But video lottery and cigarette vending 
are very emotional issues that change the 
way the public perceives itself. In one case 
you’re dealing with gaming; the other case 
has you portrayed as a purveyor of death, 
destruction, and mayhem, the seller of 
cancer sticks. Both issues have high 
visibility. You can’t sneak up on legislators 
with either one. It takes a different strategy 
and different tactics to be successful. Part 
of the reason we’ve been unsuccessful is 
that we’ve failed to realize that we’re deal- 
ing with a different animal. 

But what overriding factor has made so 
many states unsuccessful in getting a 
video lottery bill passed? 

The failure to build a coalition between 

the state association and other groups that 
would have a vested interest in the legisla- 
tion. That goes for cigarette vending as well 
as video lottery. 
As you mentioned earlier, the Regulated 
Gaming Institute was formed to help 
states pass a video lottery bill. Why don’t 
you explain the circumstances surroun- 
ding RGI’s inception and its goals. 

RGI was Wally Bohrer’s idea. In his 
dealings with some of the national associa- 
tions for regulators and legislators, he 
realized that our industry’s image was not 
that good. Legislators would say, ‘‘We 
want the money, but we’re not certain that 
we want to crawl in bed with street 
operators.’’ As a logical extention, RGI's 
stated purpose is to create an atmosphere 
nationally that will let legislators and 
regulators feel comfortable with private 
sector participation in video lottery. Right 
now, they’re not comfortable.

RGI isn’t an AMOA-sponsored entity, is 
it? 

That’s right. AMOA is a member of 

КСІ; it isn’t an AMOA program. 
You said recently that the ‘‘window of 
opportunity"' for operator participation 
in video lottery will close soon—and stay 
closed forever. How soon, and why do 
you believe the opportunity won't be 
around for long? 

No less than two dozen legislators, 
regulators, and lottery directors have told 
me, Wally Bohrer, and others that their 
states need and want the revenue from 
video lottery. But they 're not all that con- 
vinced that they want operators involved. 
So unless we get more balls rolling our 
way—the South Dakota way with operator 
involvement— you're going to have a few 
states say, ‘“Wait a minute, let's do video 
lottery ourselves.’’ Then the ball is rolling 
in the other direction. 

If five states decide to follow South 

Dakota and are successful, it makes it dif- 
ficult for the sixth state to say, “Мо, we 
want video lottery all to ourselves.’’ But the 
reverse is also true. If five states do it 
themselves, it will be very hard for the sixth 
state to model its video lottery after South 
Dakota. 
Do you think, then, that video lottery is 
the most important issue in the coin-op 
industry today? If so, what issues follow 
close behind? 

There are many important issues, but if 


you forced me to rank them in terms of 
potential profitability for operators, I'd say 
video lottery, followed by the cigarette ven- 
ding machine issue—for those who operate 
them—and the dollar coin. 

Why is so much emphasis being placed 
on video lottery? Operators talk as if fail- 
ing to get it will mean the death of their 
businesses, even though the vast majori- 
ty have done without it for all these 
years. Is the rest of the coin-op industry 
in such bad shape that video lottery is 
perceived as ‘ће savior’’? 

I have had the luxury of speaking with 
operators in South Dakota who've been on 
both sides ofthe fence. I know for a fact that 
putting a video lottery terminal in a 
location— whether it's owned by the state or 
an operator— sucks every last nickel out of 
that location. Your pool tables, jukeboxes, 
dart games, and all other amusement equip- 
ment fall to nothing. 

One state—I won't say which one— 
doesn't want video lottery. But they're 
smart enough to realize that unless they do 
it, the state is going to do it without them. 
At that point, they're out of business. It's 
the same reason a lot of operators got in- 
volved with gray area games. Their com- 
petition had the games, so it was either get 
them yourself or risk losing the location. 
Let's move on to the telco issue, which 
received a lot of attention at the recent 
Washington Conference. How big of a 
threat do you think the phone companies 
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pose, and when might we see them get 
clearance to provide information 
services? 

If (Tennessee operator) Bill Stone is cor- 
rect, then I think the threat is very real. We 
would then need to expend all of the energy 
necessary to make sure it doesn't happen. 
But I’m not totally convinced that the phone 
companies, if they were allowed content 
control, would seek to put operators out of 
business. From what I’ve been able to read, 
there’s just as much of an opportunity as 
there is a threat. 

For instance, let’s say AMOA or some 
other large group would contract with Ma 
Bell—AT&T—to service the games that 
they would send across their telephone 
lines. Wouldn't that be a tremendous new 
market that we don't have right now? 

Nintendo could go to AT&T right now 
and say, “Неу, we've got a great new 
game. We want you to send it down the 
phone line to a generic cabinet that we've 
got set up in a Rosa Linda, Calif., arcade.” 
They can do that right now legally. The

telco bill deals with AT&T's ability to 
develop programs to send down the line, 
not their ability to act as a conduit. 

As far as a time frame, I think we're talk- 
ing about a pretty good while. AT&T needs 
fiber-optics in order to transmit original 
programming, and only five or six percent 
of the telephone system has that.

There's no guarantee that next year

fight it tooth and nail." Then you could

The **cold war," if you will, between 
AMOA and AAMA seems to have eased 


during your tenure as president. Is that 


a correct perception, and if so, what's 
caused relations to improve? 

Yes, you're right. I think the reason is 
both associations realize that we need to 
work together on important issues for the 
good of the industry, such as the dollar coin 
and public relations. But both sides 
recognize full well that each has different 


five or six years with the parallel issue. But 
(AAMA president) Bill Rickett and I have 
made a concerted effort to work together on 
a lot of things. 
Are the two sides any closer to staging a 
joint Washington Conference next year? 
There is a proposal for a joint conference 
laying on AAMA’s desk. It's not official, 
but if approved we would hold joint visits 
to Capitol Hill and have a joint Congres- 
sional Reception.

Also, look at the deal that we struck with 
the performing rights societies for jukebox 
licensing.

Through the 
credibility we established in Washington, 
it became evident to ASCAP and BMI that 
we were a force to be reckoned with during 
negotiations.

coin bill, it’s never going to happen.

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Texas operators 
meet in Austin 


ideo lottery was the focus of the an- 

nual meeting of the Amusement and 
Music Operators of Texas (AMOT), held 
July 19-20 in the capital city of Austin. 

Two lengthy sessions covered a broad 
range of topics associated with video lot- 
tery. The first panel consisted of Gary Ben- 
nett of Video Lottery Consultants, Wally 
Bohrer of Hastings Distributing and chair- 
man of the AMOA government relations 
committee, Bob Hodges of Merit In- 
dustries, and Horst Wedner of Dynamo 
Corp. The second session featured Bohrer 
explaining the goals of the Regulated Gam- 
ing Institute (RGI). 

Wedner, recently appointed to head the 
new video lottery division for Dynamo 
Corp., said he feels that operators need to 
be much more organized in their efforts to 
have a bill passed in any state. 

Bohrer explained that trying to pass a 
video lottery bill is akin to taking on the 
government as a partner. ** Never in my life 
did I think Га be asking to be partners with 
the government, ’’ he said, “би that's ex- 
actly what we are doing with video lot- 
tery.” 

Bennett, who has been working for six 
years on video lottery issues, gave an in- 
spiring and enlightening speech and 
answered a myriad of questions from the 
audience. He explained that the process of 
having a video lottery bill passed is lengthy 
and frustrating. ‘‘It takes а big effort and 
there is a wide range of those who you must 
make һарру,” he noted. 
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The new АМОТ board of directors. 


He outlined four key points to be con- 
sidered when trying to pass a video lottery 
bill. Number one is to limit video lottery to 
liquor-licensed (on premises) locations on- 
ly. He added that it should not be easy to get 
a license for this purpose. In South Dakota 
there is now a moratorium on beer and wine 
licenses. 

The second factor is to strictly limit the 
number of games in a location. Bennett 
noted that his personal preference is five. 
‘Some may disagree and argue that the 
market should decide, but it just doesn’t 
work. There should be a limit and the size 
of the location should not make a dif- 
ference,’’ he said.

Third, limit the size of the prize to be won 
because, as he explained, there is always 
public concern for addictive behavior such 
as compulsive gambling. It’s much easier 
to convince legislators that it’s unlikely 
anyone will lose his life savings when there 
is a limit. 

And finally, he advocates a central com- 
puter system. It is vital to know that every 
dime is accounted for. Without a central 
computer system, he cautioned, regulation 
costs are hefty. For example, in Montana 
(where there is no central computer system) 
50 regulators are employed at an annual 
cost of over $2 million. In South Dakota, 
with a central computer system, 10

regulators (five of them computer experts) 
cost the state $600,000 per year. 

There were a number of questions from 
the audience. One operator asked if 
burglaries increased. Bennett said that he 
hadn't seen that happen, but pointed out that 
the state does not accept theft as an excuse 
for an operator to not pay his taxes. Even if 
the money is stolen, the operator is still ex- 
pected to pay the state. 

Bennett also advised operators to find 
political allies in their states. Епа out 
what programs are popular and need extra 
funding,” he advised. **Then find out if 
those groups have some political influence. 
When video lottery proceeds are earmark- 
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ed for certain projects it can be an advan- 
tage and those groups will be in your cor- 
пег.’ 

In the second session, Bohrer explained 
that the RGI is a new organization of 
associations, manufacturers, distributors, 
operators, and regulators to oversee video 
lottery issues. 

RGI's functions will include 1) being a 
central point for collecting and dis- 
seminating information about video lottery, 
2) developing and publishing basic criteria 
for passable video lottery legislation 
(failures are caused by those trying to have 
pride of authorship or one-upmanship on 
the state), 3) increasing the public's percep- 


tion of operators as competent business 
people capable of becoming partners with 
the state and letting them know we want to 
wipe out illegal activity, 4) decreasing the 
substantial investment necessary from the 
private sector to publicize the benefits of 
video lottery, 5) producing three video 
tapes showing key features, 6) objectively 
identifying those with a vested interest in 
keeping operators from participating (and 
showing why they are misguided), 7) stan- 
dardizing the format for responsible 
legislation, 8) advocating a South Dakota- 
style centrally controlled and monitored 
system, and 9) advocating a system com- 
mon to most states and locations. Û

The win frequency 
is high (85 percent of the time) and it ap- 
peals to everyone from the small child to the 
grandmother. It's been one ofthe top pieces 
for the last two years.’’ Dean predicts the 
game will have longevity to match that of 
classic arcade games. 

Dean cautions that redemption centers 
are work. He offers a few general 
guidelines: 1) Be prepared to devote the 
amount of time necessary to make your 
endeavor a success, 2) Be prepared to give 
the player his fair share from a percentage 
aspect, 3) Provide equipment specifically 
for your clientele, 4) Select the proper 
prizes at the right price, and 5) Group 
redemption games together for best effect 
and to generate excitement and repeat 
plays.

"We're a company that listens to what 
people have to say,’ he added. ‘‘It’s the on- 
ly way we can be better at what we do. No 
one wants to settle for mediocrity. We want 
to build into the future with quality equip- 
ment."'

ing about operator involvement with 


video lottery, I discover that we have more 
enemies than allies. Some of these enemies 
can be turned into allies if a video lottery 
committee is willing to negotiate. 

However, I have discovered that com- 
mittees get one idea in mind as to what 
“тив” be in a video lottery bill and are in- 
flexible to change. Politics is the consum- 
mate art of negotiation and we must learn 
this art form. As a matter of fact, we must 
all learn to become Picasso. 

In several states operators can’t even 
agree among themselves whether video lot- 
tery would be good for them and/or what to 
put in their bill. This is the worst image that 
our industry can present while trying to 
pass a controversial piece of legislation. We 
cannot afford the perception of operator vs. 
operator. 

I recently had a conversation with a well- 
placed person in the Nebraska Department 
of Revenue regarding video lottery. Last 
October this person told me that he ex- 
pected the voters to pass the video lottery 
bill. It lost 2 to 1! When asked why the terri- 
ble loss, the state employee said, ““ As far as

I could see, the pull-tab suppliers had a 
tremendous influence but the coin machine 
operators were not unified.’’ In other 
words, we were our own enemy. 

Having attended the Lottery Expo in 
New Orleans in May, I discovered that we 
have an image problem with lottery direc- 
tors. They are skeptical of video lottery and 
are upset that it is being forced upon them 
by operators. 

We have to change the thinking of lottery 
officials on two levels. First, we should 
promote video lottery as the next form of 
lottery. Second, we must convince them 
that operators can run a more efficient 
program. 

Why do lottery officials have this skep- 
ticism about video lottery? Because one of 
our biggest enemies, the traditional lottery 
companies, have been putting down the 
concept for the past few years. 

Remember that the lottery companies 
have been lobbying in state capitals for 
years and have had people working in the 
state lottery offices since their inception. 
The traditional lottery companies are ac- 
tively involved in either trying to defeat 
video lottery, or getting it changed so that

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operators are not involved. 

The Maine Gaming Association, headed 
by Joe Ferris of Ferris Music, discovered 
this the hard way. Joe's advice: “Вехуаге! 
There can always be another amendment 
tacked onto your bill that can be a tradi- 
tional lottery amendment. '' 

Working hand-in-hand with the tradi- 
tional lottery companies are the members of 
the National Association of Fundraising 
Ticket Manufacturers (NAFTM), the pull- 
tab people. According to members of the 
North Dakota Attorney General's office, 
this group almost single-handedly defeated 
the video lottery effort in North Dakota. 
When you see the NAFTM commercial 
that relates video lottery to video morphine, 

you have to cringe. 

At several hearings on video lottery 
around the country the racetracks and 
horsemen's associations have come out 
strongly against video lottery. Their argu- 
ment is a simple one: there is just so much 
of a gambling pie and every new form of 

gambling makes their piece smaller.

Com- 
panies that already have good product are 
looking forward to new markets after the 
drought that followed South Dakota. Only 
Atlantic Canada came on board with video 
lottery in 1990. 

During the two years since South Dakota 
began its dial-up system, touch-screen 
models have become the most sought-after

It is understandable but should not 
cause a state or lottery to shy away from 
video lottery. They should look more close- 
ly and analyze the impact and benefits a

video lottery will offer. 

Lotteries usually start with scratch-off 
tickets, then move on to other products that 
complement existing products but not 
eliminate them. Video lottery should be 
perceived only as a new product. Can- 
nibalization should be researched in its pro- 
per light.

For the private sector we think its impor- 
tant to fully appreciate the games and be 
familiar with the terminals. An information 
exchange is needed. We can help because 
we have a national perspective. We have 
exchanged information with the Amuse- 
ment and Music Operators Association 
(AMOA), various state representatives, the 
National Association of States and Provin- 
cial Lotteries (NASPL), and others. We are 


up with an IGT central computer 
system? 

IGT has come up with a system that has 
a flexible and open architecture to allow 
ease and simplicity on the part of other 
equipment manufacturers to interface with 
the system. The time frame required will be 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 30 to 60 
days. 

States want to start up quickly and make 
it as simple as possible for manufacturers to 
interface with the chosen system. We're 
looking to work with manufacturers licens- 
ed in existing jurisdictions and to confer on 
communications. 

South Dakota instituted video lottery 
in 1989, Atlantic Canada in 1990. What 
effects will developments in these areas 
have on future video lottery 
jurisdictions? 

Both have had a significant impact. I 
don't want to suggest that South Dakota and 
Atlantic Canada will be the “е facto’’ way 
all things are going. Each of these models

Since the start-up in New Brunswick, 
Canada, in December 1990, we've 
developed up to six new games. We've 
listened to our customers there. Canada has 
more of a European flavor in comparison 
to the United States; gambling is more 
socially acceptable.

First, so many different parts of the com- 
munity are affected that it is important to do 
coalition building and have an effective 
public relations and education campaign to 
ensure that correct information is 
disseminated. 

Second, and equally important, we must 
make sure that individual interest groups do

not become so hardened in their own posi- 
tions that they fail to recognize that the art 
of compromise is what makes government 
work. 

Each group must look at things from the 
eyes of the opponents. If we approach it 
more deliberately in the future, our success 
will grow.

Over the next three to five years we feel 
this could represent one of the largest 
growth areas for machines and lotteries in 
the country. It's a natural progression of 
legalization and regulation of what already 
exists in many states.

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How much time is required, on 
average, for a manufacturer to engineer 
its games to interface with your system? 

At this point, all major manufacturers 
have already done all engineering 
necessary to interface with the VLC 
system. Updating to meet a state's par- 
ticular requirements is only a matter of a 
few hours of software modification. This is 
not true of other systems, which will re- 
quire manufacturers to spend several 
engineer-months of hardware and software 
design to accomplish the same capability. 

Any new manufacturer will be incor- 
porating communications as an integral 
part of design. Here too, the additional ef- 
fort will be minor in comparison to the 
overall task of building a secure and ac- 
countable VLT. 

You've been a panel member at many 
video lottery seminars. What is the your 
feeling about the perception of video lot- 
tery at present? Are you hearing a lot of 
the same questions?

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I sense a dangerous attitude of ‘‘anything 
goes’’ within the industry. There are a 
number of people out there who would like 
to shift video lottery from socially accep- 
table entertainment into socially unaccep- 
table high-stakes machine gambling. 

The voting public will not accept pro- 
gressive slot machines in their neigh- 
borhood convenience stores. To preserve 
the long-term and profitable opportunity 
provided by video lottery, the industry 
needs to stick to basic low-key, low-prize 
entertainment games in age-restricted 
locations. 

Does VLC suggest any plan of action to 
coin machine operators involved in a 
push for video lottery? 

The circumstances vary too much for me 
to offer a plan of action that will work for 
any particular jurisdiction. Some factors 
that affect a plan’s potential success in- 
clude: pro or anti-gambling sentiment by a 
key legislator, legislative committee, or 
party; a governor’s willingness to consider

video lottery; absence or presence of '*gray 
area’’ video machines; and whether the 
public perceives video as harmless or not. 

VLC has always worked with legitimate 
coin machine operators in analyzing the 
issues and has assisted their efforts to create 
legal, secure, and acceptable video 
lotteries. 

Who are the most formidable op- 
ponents of video lottery? What can 
operators do to combat them? 

Opponents of video lottery also vary. 
They may be entrenched gaming interests 
that see video lottery as competition for

their legal or illegal games. They may be 
individuals who have the political clout to 
impose their personal agendas (moral, 
political, and financial) on others. They 
may also be responsible legislators reacting 
to irresponsible or inadequate proposed 
legislation. 

How do you see the future of video lot- 
tery? How will Louisiana's encouraging 
news influence that future? 

Video lottery is clearly becoming ac- 
cepted as just another addition to a state lot- 
tery's product mix. With the exception of 
the problem I mentioned previously, I see 
no reason to expect anything but further 
growth and a bright future for video lottery 
programs. 

The recent success in Oregon and Loui- 
siana will be a significant benefit to states 
considering legislation currently and in the 
future. 11

Video lottery birth 
mimics real life 


П parents can remember the anxiety 

associated with the arrival of their 
first born, along with the labor process (apt- 
ly named). The new baby came into the 
world and changed the family forever. 
Video lottery presents a dramatic change 
that mimics the birth experience: intense 
laboring (and lobbying), followed by a big 
responsibility at the finish line. 

In “(бопе With The Wind"' Butterfly 
McQueen's character professed to know all 
about being a midwife until the time came 
and she blurted out that famous line: ‘I 
don't know nothin’ ‘bout birthin’ no 
babies!’ 

As the time draws near and several states 
stand poised ‘оп the brink,’ many 
operators are equally foggy on the subject 
of video lottery. If not involved from the 
start in the state association’s efforts to 
reach legislators and their peers with the 
correct information, some operators are 
now seeking knowledge of this new and 
unknown quantity. 

Clearing the cobwebs 

In order to correct a great deal of misin- 
formation floating about, following are 
some basics to keep in mind. 

First, gray area games can no longer be 
operated in jurisdictions that approve video 
lottery. A date is set for removal of the 
games; prosecution and fines are the penal- 
ty for noncompliance. Don't even think 
about circumventing the law and continu- 
ing to operate gray games, if you have 
them. 


As one Midwestern operator said, ““Үой 
buy your way back into the business" with 
video lottery. Save the monitor, bill accep- 
tor, or any other parts of gray area equip- 
ment that can be recycled and discard the 
rest. Unless these are brand new games, 
they have long since paid for themselves. 

Other suggestions include selling the 
games to markets where they are legal, or 
choosing a tax write-off by donating the 
game to a technical school (minus the poker 
microchips). 


ever have to worry about looking over your 
shoulder again. 

Touch-screen models can run between 
$500 and $1,000 more than button control 
models, depending on the manufacturer. 
Cabinet styles—casino or upright—can also 
influence the machine cost. Don’t forget to 
add in the cost of the modem that connects 
the terminal to the central computer 
system. Casino models will require a base 
or stand upon which to sit. All these factors 
must be considered.

Contrary to rumors, there are no kits or 
adapters that turn former gray area games 
into legal video poker games. The newer 
games are mostly housed in all-metal 
cabinets with chrome detailing, large 
capacity bill stackers, a winner light on top, 
and a ticket printer. There are no coin hop- 
pers on the legal games, called VLTs 
(video lottery terminals). Touch-screen 
technology VLTs are light years away from 
gray area games. 

The sophisticated new games may cost 
anywhere from $4,000 to $7,000, depen- 
ding on the features. Figure roughly $5,500 
apiece. They're worth it because they will 
keep earning and earning and you won't 


Although South Dakota's system has 
become the model, every jurisdiction in- 
cludes its own special requirements. For 
example, South Dakota allows a maximum 
of 10 games per location; most states cur- 
rently posing legislation are opting for three 
to five games. A lower number of games 
per location means a reduced likelihood 
that a **casino atmosphere"' can be claim- 
ed by opponents of the concept. 

Manufacturers, distributors, operators, 
and locations must all apply to the state for 
a license to participate in video lottery. 
After background checks, etc., approved 
manufacturers must adjust game software 
to match-up with the central computer 
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system chosen by the state, and possibly 
even change the hardware. None of these 
alterations come cheap. According to one 
manufacturer, ““Тһе state can do anything 
it wants; manufacturers are at their mer- 
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cy. 

Presently available central computer 
systems are constantly being refined. 
Manufacturers face more engineering 


headaches as a result of these changes. It is 
hoped that in the future basic standards can 
be set for VLTs, a move that would great- 
ly reduce the amount of time and money 
needed to continually make adjustments. 
Games must then travel the path of 
testing by a recognized testing laboratory. 
This process takes months. It assures that 
every game meets specific state re-

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quirements and that players are treated fair- 
ly. The integrity of video lottery must never 
be in question. 

Be cautious. A number of companies say 
they are working on a VLT but have 
nothing tangible to show. Several manufac- 
turers not previously making poker games 
are now getting into this market; there are 
bound to be more in the future. When com- 
paring manufacturers, look for related ex- 
perience, not just a marketing organization. 

No matter how many companies make 
the games, operators cannot put any on 
location until the entire approval process 
has been completed by the state. Once a 
central computer system is chosen and rules 
and regulations decided, operators can then 
focus on product. Operators are best serv- 
ed by iining up financing for the upcoming 
event and cementing good relationships 
with their locations, bankers, and 
distributors.

Be patient. It is premature for operators 
to go direct to manufacturers for product in- 
formation until they know which manufac- 
turers are approved for their state. 
Distributors in the state will be best equip- 
ped to provide all product and service. 
Trust your distributor—he has a big stake 
in video lottery too. 

It takes a minimum of six to nine months

law to the actual up-and-running date of 
first game placement. Even though 
countless hours have been expended іп the 
education process, and top-notch lobbyists 
have presented the case through the proper 
channels, the REAL work starts after video 
lottery passes. J

I’ve been saying this for years: operators 
need good, inexpensive driving and gun 
games. I’m talking about games under 
$3,000. You cannot convince me that it can’t 
be done. 

Namco's Steel Gunner is a damn good 
game, but it costs over $5,000. Sega and 
Atari make fantastic driving games, but the 
prices are so high that small operators can’t 
afford them. The manufacturers would profit 
by producing reasonably priced driving and 
gun games; I know operators would. 

Look at what Konami did with Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles. They promised to sell 
the game for under $3,000 and focused on

the volume. The result is they sold Turtles for 
an entire year! That kind of production is 
unheard of in today's marketplace. But they 
were able to do it because they made the 
game affordable to all operators, not just the 
big guys. 

The other thing I wanted to mention about 
gun games is that there's always a used 
market for them. Operators don't get killed 
on the resale. So the bottom line is this: give 
operators affordability and resale down the 
line. That will make operators healthy, 
which in turn makes the whole industry 
healthy.

| t has been а shift of pattern for the 

AMOA to be held prior to the Japanese 
event (ГАММА). Usually, the JAMMA 
show is an indicator of what we will see at 
AMOA. However, with JAMMA held 
after AMOA, many American manufactur- 
ing companies have sent representatives 
over there anyway. And many were uncer- 
tain as to what they would be showing. 

With AMOA being held even earlier 
than usual—during Halloween is when I 
remember it most—it’s been very difficult 
to spot any trend of what equipment to ex- 
pect. Maybe that’s not bad, though, 
because there certainly are no preconceiv- 
ed ideas for the show. But I think it would 
be safe to say that with the convention 
center filled with over 700 booths, there’s 
bound to be something that will fit into your 
business plan. 

I’m sure that music will generate quite a 
bit of interest. More and more operators are 
making the CD choice as 45 rpm jukeboxes 
continue to taper off. All of the major 
jukebox manufacturers will be out in force 
with models sporting the latest new-and- 
improved features. Seeburg is in the pro- 
cess of finalizing a financing deal with Ab- 
bott Products, but was unsure whether it 
would be exhibiting at AMOA. However, 
never say never about this resilient 
company. 


Rowe will be showing why it has been 
number one for so many years. It will be 
previewing the new Laser Star 100 Model 
B, called the Patriot because of its red, 
white, and blue color scheme; the Wallette, 
which holds 50 CDs and attaches to a 
hideaway; and a video jukebox add-on kit 
that can be added to any CD 100 or 51. It’s 
been available in Europe for nearly a year, 
and acceptance has been excellent. 

Wurlitzer will once again show its New 
York, New York CD jukebox, which was 
featured on Play Meter’s cover last month. 
The New York, New York is a beautiful 
box with quality German insides. In addi- 
tion, the company will have New Orleans 
and One More Time. The One More Time 
will have an array of optional finishes now 
available, including piano black, Chinese 
apple red, off-white, and walnut. 

NSM-America, formerly called 
Loewen-America, has taken dramatic steps 
in the music industry. With German quality 
firmly established, it has been focusing on 
designing a box that is appealing to the 
American market. NSM has been running 
a very effective advertising campaign that 
stresses its intentions in the United States. 

Pioneer will display its Laser Juke and 
will discuss the numerous promotions it 
plans to offer operators. Take a few 
moments to get by the booth. Also, the

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company invites you to sing-along with its 
Karaoke system, which has been gaining 
quite a following. 

In addition to jukebox manufacturers, 
show attendees will be able to view music- 
related equipment like CD kits and 
speakers. There will also be companies 
such as Mobile Record Service to answer 
questions on 45s; Hot Hits, a company that 
offers CDs in a compilation format; and 
Record Source International, a record 
subscription company that provides other- 
wise unavailable 45s. 

Operators will also be able to chat direct- 
ly with representatives of ASCAP and 
BMI. The license fee for jukeboxes has 
been established for a number of years, but 
it’s only in the last few years that the perfor- 
ming rights societies have taken booths at 
the major trade shows. They want to get to 
know operators better and explain their side 
of the story. Take advantage of them being 
at the show if you have always wanted to 
know how they feel about charging you a 
license fee. 

Redemption 

Only time will tell whether operators will 
be seeking out redemption like they have in 
the past. If they are, there will be plenty of 
product to make them happy. Also, don’t 
forget to visit the merchandise companies. 
It is vital to see what is available for 
redemption counters or cranes. It’s much, 
much more than fluffy animals, although 
those are still hot items. 


Romstar, which has been famous for its 
top-notch kits, has announced that it will 
show three new redemption pieces. 


Although reluctant to divulge any details 
before the show, ifthe company is as good 
at redemption equipment as it has been with 
video games, it will be worth a look. 

If you. looked at the photo of Betson's 
Beat the Clock in this story and wanted to 
know more, here it is. Players roll a rubber 
ball up a lane into color-coded holes that 
register time on an elaborately detailed Big 
Ben look-alike. The score is kept by the 
hands on the clock. 

Coastal will bring Jungle Jive, a token 
push game. Players position the movable 
coin entry to direct the coin to a specific 
point on the playfield. If the player posi- 
tions the coin correctly, it will push existing 
coins/tokens off the edge of the playfield. 

Bundra Games, which also does 
marketing for Bromley, will be showing 
several novelty pieces. Top Skill is an egg- 
dispensing machine with kids in mind. A 
coin gets an egg with a surprise tucked in- 
side. Bull Horns is a strength tester, where 
players grab two horns and squeeze as hard 
as they can. Bundra will also show a pun- 
ching game and perhaps more new and 
unusual pieces. 


Bromley captured the hearts (and 
dollars) of many operators at the last show 
with Ghost Town, a shooting gallery game 
that will again be shown along with another 
previous hit, Rock N' Bowl. In addition— 
hold on to your hats—Bromley will feature 
The Simpsons, a redemption game sure to 
appeal to kids of all ages. A ball is rolled 
down a track with a Simpson character at 
the end. The character opens and shuts his 
mouth and the player must time it so the ball

Data East’s Batman. 
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Premier’s Class of 1812. 
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his has proven to be a banner year for 

pinball, and that trend shows no signs 
of slowing. In locations across the country, 
pinballs are ranking among the top 10—and 
even top five—earners. In many high- 
traffic spots, hot new pins are out-earning 
all but the most aggressive videos. 

Pins released earlier in the year, par- 
ticularly Williams’ Funhouse and Data 
East’s The Simpsons, are showing an abili- 
ty to continue turning good numbers long 
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Williams’ Terminator 2. 


after their production runs have ended. On- 
ly rarely do videos show the kind of stay- 
ing power pinball has exhibited. 

But let’s forget about history. I made a 
special trip to Chicago to get an early look 
at three pins that will be appearing at this 
year’s AMOA show: Premier’s Class of 
1812, Data East’s Batman, and Williams’ 
Terminator 2. All three were viewed in 
prototype form by special arrangement 
with the manufacturers.

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my sincere thanks. In fairness to them, I 
must again point out that these games were 
prototypes, not finished pieces. 

Of the three, Williams’ Terminator 2 
was closest to complete, but all of the 
games deserve some slack for being not 
quite ready for release. Some of the pro- 
blems I saw may well be fixed by the time 
the games hit the streets. Also, my descrip- 
tions of the playfield layouts and rules are 
all from memory; the game manuals were 
not available at the time of this writing. 


parent reason to exist. They swoop and 
swirl in patterns during game play and at- 
tract mode, but like the similar lights on 
Cactus Jack's, they neither add to a player's 
enjoyment nor attract new players to the 
game. They just exist. 

At the rear lie the big ticket devices: 
Premier replaced the dancing cacti band 
from Cactus Jack's with а set of chattering 
teeth and a huge rubber heart. These are 
well-placed (even though they don't in- 
teract with the ball) and intriguingly

Game of the Living Dead 

Premier shocked and delighted attendees 
ofthe ACME show earlier this year with its 
introduction of Cactus Jack's. This game 
marked Premier's departure from its ex- 
. periment in low-cost, single-level games. 
I wondered aloud in my review of that 
game whether Premier could keep the 
momentum going. Class Of 1812, 
Premier's newest game, shows that 
Premier still isn't afraid to take some 
chances. 

Cactus Jack's had several things going 
for it: simple, easy-to-understand rules; a 
straightforward, uncluttered playfield 
layout; and several less-impressive 
predecessors before it. 1812 shares none of 
these traits. 

While those of us in the business were 
moved to praise Cactus Jack's because it 
was so much better than previous Premier 
games, 1812 must be compared not only to 
that game, but to the current games offered 
by Premier's competitors as well. That's 
especially true now that Premier games cost 
little or no less than their competition's. 
With this in mind, 1812 has some trouble 
measuring up against even Premier's own. 

The playfield was a little disappointing. 
It lacks Cactus Jack's endearingly simple 
layout. Although rather confusing, it can't 
. be faulted for a lack of playfield hardware. 
There are two ramps with entertaining ball 
return paths. The center of the playfield is 
mostly open, occupied by another set of 
""disco lights’’—colored lights (which ap- 
peared on Cactus Jack’s) with little ap- 


lighted. The heart pumps and the teeth open 
and close, but the sounds through the 
speakers are not enough to mask the re- 
sounding ‘‘snap’’ of the mechanisms that 
make the devices move. 

In Funhouse, the most common move- 
ment (Rudy’s jaw) is done quietly with 
gears. Even the solenoids that move his 
eyes and eyelids are nowhere near as loud 
as 181275 animation mechanisms. 

The playfield does have a few bright 
spots. As I said, the ramps have interesting 
return paths, and they’re a challenge to 
make. The right ramp has a diverter that 
leads to a lock at the top of the game, which 
leads to multiball. As with Cactus Jack’s, 
it’s easy to achieve and can occur several 
times in an average player’s game. There 
are three entrance lanes with rollovers, but 
the ramps cloud the indicators, making it 
difficult to see which lanes are lit. 

The skill shot is a “об”? over the top of 
all three entrance lanes to an alternate en- 
trance to the lock area. That’s a fun shot to 
try for, and much more interesting than 
merely shooting for a lighted lane. Another 
nice touch is the deep saucer that is the 
game’s central random feature. For prac- 
ticed shooters, there are enough shots in 
this game to make things interesting. 

The game’s worst flaw is its rules. Ob- 
jectives are clouded by a myriad of lighted 
indicators, only a minority of which offer 
concise guidance to the player. Even after 
reading the rule card, I was unable to com- 
pletely grasp the paths to the game’s objec- 
tives. And after playing several games, 
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some crucial portions of 1812's rules still 
remained a mystery to me. 

Players generally show limited patience 
for a game they can't figure out. I won't say 
it's impossible, and perhaps the atmosphere 
(a crowded arcade) worked against me. 

I will point out that this game looks ap- 
pealing. Premier has done a tremendous 
job with the artwork, and finishing touches 
(like a severed hand resting atop the right 
ramp) make the game's macabre theme 
stand out. The sounds and music are also 
good, although I would have left the 
chicken clucks out of an otherwise excellent 
rendition of a portion ofthe 1812 overture. 


The caped crusader returns 

Long after the cable release of the movie, 
Data East rolled out Batman, a pinball that 
captures well the moody spirit of the film. 
The backglass is perhaps the Data East ar- 
tist’s best work, with clear depictions of the 
film’s cast and the bat signal taking the sky 
in the upper left. 

The playfield art is good, too, and very 
evocative of an earlier Data East sleeper 
hit, Phantom of the Opera. You’|I find that 
the art isn’t the only thing borrowed from 
Phantom, but if it works once, it’s worth 
doing again. 

The delight in Batman is that, unlike 
Turtles and Checkpoint, this game is 
positively loaded with juicy shots to master. 
There isn’t much open playfield here. At 
the center is a huge plastic ramp with a 
replica of the bat cave over it. Each trip 
through the ramp spots one of six (three 
left, three right) standups and optionally 
awards a random value. The random value 
feature is activated by sinking the ball ina 
deep hole on the left side. This ‘‘shuffles’’ 
indicators in little TV sets at the base of the 
ramp. I appreciated that Data East moved 
these from the backglass to the playfield. 

Previous games, like The Simpsons and 
Turtles, force the player to look up to see 
what the mystery value is. Shooting the 
ramp with enough force to bring the ball all 
the way back to the right return lane awards 
the mystery value. 


If a player concentrates too much on the 
ramp, a diverter prevents the ball from lan- 
ding in the right return lane, foiling another 
ramp shot. Perhaps Data East is a little sen- 
sitive to some of the “опе shot game" 
criticism leveled at its previous games. I 
thought the diverter was a little draconian; 
Га have preferred a subtler game rule 
change that made the ramp less worthwhile 
after too many hits. 

The launch skill shot involves aiming for 
a lighted entrance lane. Batman revisits 
Checkpoint’s Turbo Boost automatic 
plunger, but it’s been refined: a hole has 
been cut in the plate so a real rubber plunger 


tip can get through. Now the skill shot is 
truly back in the player’s hands—well, 
almost. 

In the game I played, if the ball rolled 
back to the plunger (it didn’t make it all the 
way up the long ramp to the top of the 
game), Turbo Boost kicked the ball into 
play. The skill shot reward is lucrative 
enough that players should be permitted to 
try for it. Purists, who will be happy to see 
the return of real player control over the 
plunger, will not be pleased with the sur- 
prise of Turbo Boost kicking in to deprive 
them of a skill shot. 

At the left of the game is an odd looking 
device: the Joker’s face with holes where 
the eyes and mouth should be. The plastic 
face is tilted so that a high-speed shot will 
come up a short ramp and jump into one of 
the holes. The objective is to make multi- 
ple shots, with the maximum payoff for 
getting both eyes, and then the mouth 
before a timer expires. But because where 
the ball lands is mostly chance, Batman still 
delivers a healthy reward for just getting the 
ball through any of the holes in the Joker’s 
face. 

This is a fun gadget, and with rewards of 
two and four million points, a player could 
make a game of hitting the Joker face 
repeatedly. Also, the multi-million shot on 
the face is accompanied by a raucous 
soundtrack of maniacal-sounding laughs 
and music. The face, being all plastic, is lit 
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from underneath and very brightly il- 
luminated when the face shot is worth big 
points. It becomes one huge indicator lamp, 
clearly pointing the way for the player. 
Besides the face and the ramp, the player 
can shoot for the aforementioned dual 
banks of three targets. Completing these is 
worth more if done from the playfield than 
by spotting them with the ramp. But then 
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there is Batman’s jewel: the “Баѓ bar.” 
This is a wide (several inches) wall with a 
sensitive front. Hitting the wall’s front 
anywhere spots one letter in B-A-T-M-A- 
N (two letters if hit from the left return 
lane). This is as big as a barn door in pin- 
ball terms, and the sound effects make it a 
very satisfying target to hit. When all letters 
háve been spotted, the wall lowers (slow- 


ly, ona motor), revealing an opening: the 
entrance to the Flugelheim Museum. 

That’s when things really start getting in- 
teresting. Getting a ball into the Flugelheim 
Starts two-ball multiball. Locking both of 
those balls in the Flugelheim starts three- 
ball and brings the wall back up. The 
game’s jackpot is a two-step deal: one hit on 
the wall to lower it, and then a ball inside 
before the (brief!) timer expires and raises 
the wall again. This is the best multiball ac- 
tion I’ve seen on any Data East game; it ap- 
proaches even the renowned Funhouse for 
multiball excitement. 

The target is so vast that it seems you 
can’t miss it. But with with two or three 
balls jumping around the playfield and the 
lights and music keeping the tension high, 


. that target might as well be barely a ball's 


width across. What’s more, after the 
jackpot’s been awarded, it’s not over. As 
long as at least two balls remain in play, the 
jackpot shot can be taken again and again, 
with the value escalating each time. So 
multiball becomes a very valuable 
objective. 

But there are plenty of other choice ob- 
jectives, and that’s the great thing about 
Batman. A player can concentrate on the , 
Joker’s face, the mystery features on the 
ramp (consecutive ramp shots without the 
mystery feature are worth one million tops, 
a pittance on Batman), the standups, or the 
Flugelheim and stand an excellent chance 
of netting an impressive score. 

One aspect that often gets overlooked— 
making shots available from both 
flippers—gets star treatment in Batman. 
Nearly every juicy shot on the playfield can 
be hit from either flipper, making for some 
exciting backhand shots at targets like the 
Flugelheim and the Joker’s face. 
Backhands are shots that take time to line 
up, but players will thrive on the challenge 
of it. 

Batman marks the debut of Data East’s 
new sound board. While it has some truly 
‘impressive moments, there is a monotony 
to some of the soundtrack. I expect the 
quality of the music will improve as Data 
East’s staff grows accustomed to the new 


. hardware. Also, unlike Checkpoint, Bat- 


man is not a constantly exciting game to 
play. Once you break into multiball or kick 
off a timer (like the Joker face shot), the 
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tension level goes way up. But in ordinary 
play, there isn’t much to keep the player 
nervous. That constant suspense has been 
a Data East trademark. I don’t mean that 
Batman is boring—I enjoyed playing it very 
much—but it is more of a shooter’s game 
than the kind of rapid-fire piece Data East 
has delivered before. But variety is the 
spice of life, and I’m rather pleased to see 
a bit of a change. 


They'll be back 


The cream of this review’s crop of games 
is clearly Terminator 2. More than a good 
game (while it certainly is that), Terminator 
2 is a licensing coup. Williams worked the 
game’s release date to coincide with that of 
the film. The movie has done so well that it 
will likely be in return engagements for 
months, keeping interest in the concept— 
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and this pinball—very high. 

Ilike to imagine how much fun a game 
would be if its license was discarded and the 
playfield and backglass scrubbed clean of 
all the fancy artwork. Terminator 2 stands 
up well to such treatment, and I'd say it's as 
enjoyable and playable as Funhouse. It of- 
fers, however, a very unique set of positive 
attributes, qualities that speak well of the 
game's design (and its designers). 

Terminator 2's layout is marvelously 
simple, but with some twists. It has two 
ramps, three banks of standups (five, three, 
and three), three saucers, a right-to-left or- 
bit shot, three entrance lanes, three 
bumpers, a left outlane kicker, and a drop 
target. Sounds ordinary enough, right? 
Well, it also has a skull, a trigger, a cannon, 
and a killer set of rules. 


It's impossible to talk about the game's 
construction without discussing how the 
game is played. The plunger is gone, 
replaced by a huge metal handgrip. Aside 
from removing the chance to bend the rod 
by unboxing the game with the plunger, the 
grip (and the trigger it houses) is central to 
the game. At the start, the trigger launches 
the ball with a solenoid (I'm glad to see 
Williams isn't too proud to borrow good 
things from its competitors). The skill shot 
involves hitting a lighted target in the five 
bank as the lights scan from top to bottom 
and back again. They scan slowly at first 
but move faster in subsequent balls. 
There's no way to aim (the entrance alley 
is fixed in position); the best you can do is 
anticipate the lights and squeeze the trigger. 
Williams deserves credit for building a tan- 
talizing package around this simple skill 
shot. The explosion sound and fuss made in 
the display make it very worthwhile. 


ГІ digress a moment on the display. 
When Checkpoint first appeared with its 
dot matrix display, I was asked if I thought 
these displays would make a difference. 
They re certainly better than the old seg- 
ment displays, and they give pins a relative- 
ly inexpensive (except for programming 
expense) way to show motion and anima- 
tion. What I didn't expect is the speed with 
which Williams perfected the medium. 

Terminator 2's dot matrix (which is dou- 
ble the height of Data East's display) is 
nothing short of unbelievable. Text and 
animations are so superbly done that the 
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display is a show in itself. I thought the 
work on Gilligan’s Island was the best the 
display could do, but after Terminator 2,1 
have to tip my hat to the Williams team that 
did the display work. I was awestruck. 

The skill shot bounces off the standups 
with tremendous force, bringing up an im- 
portant point about this game: it is fast. The 
playfield is more open than Batman, but the 
ball paths are such that the player is never 
away from the ball for long. The game’s 
speed almost borders on nasty, but the 
designer wisely chose to do both a center 
post and a left outlane kicker. These 
dampen the game’s tendency to send the 
ball whizzing off the playfield in record 
time. Also, the game is graced with a 
feature I hope I see in future Williams 
games: Auto Fire. 


exists purely to satisfy the player. Resist the 
temptation to disable Auto Fire or to 
remove the center post. These are crucial 
parts of Terminator 2. It would be an 
unspeakably mean playing game without 
them. 

The game’s two ramps are arranged for 
cross-playfield shots (although they can be 
backhanded with some effort): left flipper 
to right ramp, and right to left. An ex- 
perienced player can set up an alternating 
rhythm that hands out millions like candy. 
And again, the game’s sounds, lights, and 
display artwork make it worth the effort. 

I can’t say enough good things about this 
game’s rules and programming. The alter- 
nating ramp shots are good for more than 
the odd million. They build up a 10-step se- 
quence that roughly mirrors the film scenes

While other games will return the ball to 
the player if a certain score is not reached 
after the launch, Auto Fire returns the ball 
to play if it drains before a predefined 
period of time. So, even if the ball contacts 
several targets, if it leaves the playfield only 
a few seconds after it’s launched, Auto Fire 
will load a new ball into the launch lane and 
fire it automatically onto the playfield. This 


tion 
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chronicling the break-in at Cyberdyne 
Systems. When the 10-step sequence is 
completed, a timed feature mode is ac- 
tivated (“рауһасК time’’) that makes a 
number of playfield targets worth five 
million points each. Each five million hit 
sets off a chain reaction of sounds, lights, 
and display acrobatics. This kind of high 
reward exists throughout the game. I can't

remember when a game has made obtain- 
ing objectives so worthwhile. 

Getting to payback time is only one of a 
number of worthy objectives. Like Bat- 
man, Terminator 2 is loaded with irresisti- 
ble shots, any one of which could be con- 
centrated on exclusively to deliver a killer 
score. One of the simpler shots is the orbit: 
up the far right side, over the top, and down 
the left. This rewards a climbing value, 
making consecutive orbits a worthy (but 
very difficult) goal. Coming up the far left 
side rarely orbits but usually either sends 
the ball through one of three entrance lanes 
(feeding into an array of three bumpers) or, 
with a little more force, drops the ball in a 
saucer. 

The saucer awards either points or one of 
a menu of features presented at the opening 
ofthe alley. Completion of a three bank of 
standups lights the next feature in the menu. 
Several of them can be lit at once, and each 
lock in the saucer rewards the next feature 
in line. They're all worthwhile, and once 
again, a player could make a good game out 
of this shot alone. 

The game's truly big payoff starts under 
the big chrome skull on the playfield. This 
cheery fellow sits atop a drop target, behind 
which is a saucer. That saucer has a vertical 
kicker that feeds the ball into a short tube, 
leading to the cannon. This is a metal 
gadget that holds the ball while it swings up 
and down, pointing at the five bank of stan- 
dup targets you aim for in the launch shot. 
One of the standups lights up, and the idea 
is to squeeze the trigger at the precise mo- 
ment the cannon is aimed at the lit target. 
That's not easy. If you hit the lit target with 
the first cannon shot, you start multiball. 

Jackpot in multiball is a matter of lock- 
ing as many balls as possible in the saucers, 
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then loading the cannon again. Depending 
on how many balls you have locked, the 
jackpot (which climbs as the game is 
played) is multiplied by one, two, or three. 
In the games I played, the jackpot was 
never worth less than five million; that’s 15 
million when multiplied by three. The 
game is crafty, though. If you get good at 
shooting the targets, it foils you later by re- 
quiring that you hit two standups, side by 
side, with the cannon shot. In any case, the 
whole business of loading and firing the 
cannon, and the fanfare from the speakers 
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and display when multiball and jackpot are 
activated, draw from me the same raves as 
this game's other features. 

It's generally safe to say Williams games 
are pretty much automatic buys for any 
operator that does pinball. But Terminator 
2 deserves special attention. In this game is 
evident a sense of teamwork and dedication 
to the player that surpasses anything I've 
seen. The display, the lights, the rules, and 
the playfield layout are all inexorably tied 
together. There's not one thing I'd change. 


hope to see Premier next time out), and to 
gain a healthy respect for the work that 
went into making them. 

Premier's Class of 1812 has a better- 
looking cabinet and playfield than most of 
the company's recent games, but I found its 
clutter and lack of direction disconcerting. 
The game's gimmicks—the heart, the 
teeth, and the 1812 overture during 
multiball—are all ‘‘special’’ enough that 
players will probably introduce friends to 
the game as a novelty. Pick up this game if

The summary 
Itturned out to be a very productive trip. 


I had a chance to speak with the designers 
of the Williams and Data East games (I 
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you've got a high-traffic location, and also 
think about taking advantage of its spooky 
theme for Halloween. 

Data East's Batman deserves high marks 
for playability, both from the imaginative 
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playfield layout and the carefully crafted 
rules. Batman is a shooter's game, lacking 
the raw, nerve-racking excitement of 
Checkpoint and Turtles except in multiball. 
The multiball sequence, with the slowly 
lowering wall and wide-mouth target, is a 
genuine winner. Batman will take its place 
as a go-anywhere, long-term earnings 
piece. The artwork is brooding and ir- 
resistible, the sounds (thanks to Data East's 
new sound board) are unique, and the game 
earns an enthusiastic universal buy recom- 
mendation from me. 

The big winner in this group is Ter- 
minator 2. From the big display to the silver 
gun handle, every inch of this game was ob- 
viously designed to deliver maximum 
entertainment to the player. You won't be 
unhappy either, since even though the 
game's scores are extremely high (hun- 
dreds of millions), play times are a very 
reasonable three minutes or so. 

All three of these games have one aspect 
in common: standard center posts. It's not 
uncommon to second-guess game 
designers and remove the post in an effort 
to increase earnings on a game, but it's been 
my experience that this action usually 
results in lower earnings. The best way to 
drive a player away is to frustrate him. The 
post only saves a fraction of the center 
drains, but that's enough to give the player 
a sense of fair play. 

It's important, too, that all of these games 
be well-maintained. I had the misfortune to 
play a poorly kept Terminator 2 on location 
just before wrapping this article. The flip- 
pers were too weak to make the ramps and 
to reach any upper playfield target, and the 
left outlane kicker was misaligned so that it 
fired, but the ball went past it anyway. As 
much as I like the game, I walked away 
leaving two credits on it and never went 
back. While the game's non-mechanical 
features go a long way, they won't satisfy 
players on their own. It's not that much 
work to keep the playfield clean and the 
moving parts working. 

Pinballs need regular care. It's been pro- 
ven that clean, working games earn a lot 
more than dirty, broken ones. This crop of 
games offers you an opportunity to reap 
solid earnings for a very long time. Don't 
mess it up by failing to give the games the 
few minutes a week they require. Û

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DEMPTION REPORT 


John Margold 


Giving second thought 


to some earlier ideas 


have expressed my opinion in 

"Redemption Report'' on numerous 
occasions. We all like to think that we know 
what we're talking about; however, we all 
make mistakes. Looking over the past 
year's columns, I have found some 
statements that were wrong. They seemed 
correct at the time, but in retrospect I have 
seen the error of my thoughts. In some 
cases, the ideas are not wrong, but with 
modification they can be improved. 

Back in December 1990, I reviewed the 
new products from last fall's AMOA show. 
I predicted that the best new ideas to come 
from the show would be Deltronic Labs' 
"Ticket Eater" and Data East's Cosmo 
Gangs. I was half right; Cosmo Gangs is 
becoming a staple in redemption arcades 
everywhere. 

But the ‘‘Ticket Eater’’ has not made 
much of an impact. It has been pointed out 
to me that in a high-traffic arcade (especial- 
ly on a busy weekend), weighing tickets is 
faster than counting them—even when the 
tickets are counted electronically. When 
one customer has 5,000 tickets (perhaps he 
has been saving up for a radio), and the 
customer behind him has two shoeboxes 
full of tickets that have been saved for a 
VCR or color TV, the speed of a scale is the 
only way to go. 

In February of this year, I concentrated 
on determining the proper percentaging for 
awards given at a redemption center. I 
made the blanket statement that a 25 per- 
cent return was proper. George Smith, the 
arcade sales manager for Nancy Sales Co., 
called to correct me. He pointed out that my 
statement was too general. 

A Skee-Ball is not a pusher or a Pop-A- 
Ball. Many redemption games are quite 
dissimilar. Some have amusement 


appeal—Skee-Ball, Big Mouth, Cosmo 
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Gangs, and basketball games—while others 
are played primarily as a means to win 
tickets—coin pushers, Pop-A-Ball, Rock 
N’ Bowl. 

Since the motivation to play the games 
differs, the number of points (or tickets) 
awarded should be different. The games 
that offer player appeal and amusemrett 
value do not have to award as many points 
as a game that doesn’t offer much amuse- 
ment value. Since Skee-Ball gives the 
player at least one minute of fun (it takes 
time to roll nine balls), a payout of 15 to 18 
percent is enough. However, one play ona 
coin pusher lasts less than five seconds. A 
30 to 33 percent payout may be needed. 

It is not incorrect to say that a 25 percent 
payout is a good working number for a 
redemption arcade; it’s simply too general. 
Each game must be analyzed for player ap- 
peal, then fine-tuned for maximum profits.

More 20-20 hindsight 


In May I reviewed the redemption pro- 
duct debuted at ACME '91 in Las Vegas. 


I chose Williams' Slugfest and Bromley's 
Ghost Town as highlights; they are both do- 
ing well. My error was in not picking Data 
East's Hop-A-Tic-Tac-Toe as a hit. The 
reports I'm getting (from Texas, Ohio, and 
Florida) indicate that the game is earning 
very well. I should have spotted it back at 
the show. 

This column has concentrated on promo- 
tional ideas for the last two months. Judg- 
ing from the number of calls I’ve received, 
this is a topic of interest to many of you. In 
July we looked at a promotion used at a 
Florida arcade. It revolves around the ticket 
number having three sevens in a row. 

It is a good promotion; many regular 
customers seek out the opportunity to col- 
lect a ticket with 777 in the number. 
However, it can be made better. When a 
stack of tickets with serial numbers like 
26,6001 through 26,8000 are placed in a 
ticket dispenser, there will be 10 tickets in 
arow with the magic 777 (26,7770 through 
26,7779). If you give 1,000 bonus points 
for each of the lucky tickets, you'll be giv- 
ing away 10,000 bonus tickets to one 
player.

Instead of making every ticket with 777 
in the number a bonus-winning ticket, you 
can make every ticket that ends in 777 a 
winner. In this way only one in every thou- 
sand tickets will qualify. That's enough to 
keep the promotion interesting, but not so 
much that you are giving away the store! 

It is my sincere hope that everyone who 
invests time in reading this monthly column 
will consider it time well spent. When an 
idea or opinion turns out to be wrong (or in- 
complete), I will always try to correct it. 
Hopefully, these errors will be few and far 
between. And besides, I like to think that 
even a bad idea is better than no idea at 
all! ÛJ

EN YEARS AGO 


The state of distributing 


he Sept. 1, 1981, issue of Play Meter 

was devoted to discovering how the 
distributing segment of the industry was do- 
ing. Editor/publisher Ralph Lally said in 
his editorial, ‘‘There’s been some rumbl- 
ing around the industry lately that the 
distributing sector is doomed. Thank 
goodness there are a lot of people like 
myself who believe all this is a bunch of 
pessimistic baloney! The distributor is a 
salesman, repairman, financial adviser, 
businessman, and investment counselor all 
rolled up in one. He is the vital link between 
manufacturing and operating sectors of the 
industry. Rest assured: as long as there are 
operators, there will be distributors. Long 
may they live!’ 

Al Rodstein, then president of Banner 
Distributing, was Play Meter’s Coinman 
Interview. He said, ‘If I was an operator 
today, I would certainly try to learn as 
much as I could from the distributor, who 
has a broader view and has been engaged in 
field testing and pre-production models. A 
reliable distributor will not mislead his 
operator/customer. ”’ 
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Play Meter printed the results of its first 
distributor survey. When asked what they 
liked most about the distributing business, 
the most common answers were the ap- 
parent security from economic bad times 
and constant changes. What they disliked 
most was slow-paying operators. 

Roger Sharpe looked at the impact on 
home video games in an article, **Coin-Op 
Challenge Potent in New Leisure Modes. ”’ 
He pointed out, ““Соіп op’s growth and im- 
provement is going to have to keep going in 
order to provide different machinery than 
what one can buy for home use. It’s not 
direct competition, but the foolish com- 
panies will be the ones who ignore what’s 
happening in other fields that might have an 
impact on coin-op business. 

Play Meter interviewed a victim of a 
‘‘blue suede shoes operator,’’ a person who 
advertised in local papers offering games 
and often locations to anyone wanting to get 
into the coin-op business. They became 
more prevalent as the industry prospered. 
The victim said that he hadn’t done his 
homework and because of promises by the 
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seller was taken in. He was left with coin- 
op games of marginal quality (at $3,400 
apiece) and no locations after three months. 

In other industry news 10 years ago, 
more copied games (Galaxian and Pac- 
Man) were being confiscated across the 
country; the Amusement Devices 
Manufacturers Association became the 
third trade association in the coin-op in- 
dustry to address needs of distributors, 
operators, and manufacturers; Stern in- 
troduced a new “сору proof’ information 
storage system; Irv Jeffries opened his new 
company, Status Games; and Williams 
won a copyright infringement suit against 
Artic International. 

The top pinballs 10 years ago were Eight- 
Ball Deluxe, Black Knight, Flight 2000, 
Xenon, Flash Gordon, Blackout, Fire- 
power, and Space Invaders. The top videos 
were Gorf, Pac-Man, Defender, Scramble, 
Armor Attack, Asteroids, Berzerk, 
Phoenix, Astro Blaster, and Asteroids 
Deluxe. Û 
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Basic test 
instruments ІІ: 
the logic probe 


fter the digital multimeter (described 

in last month's column), the logic 
probe is a test instrument that the serious 
field tech should have in his tool box. 

Itis one ofthe least expensive tools (less 
than $20 for the Radio Shack model), so 
lack of money shouldn't be a reason for not 
having one. 

A meter's useful function usually stops 
after determining, for example, that a 
game's power supply checks ‘‘good’’ and 
all the voltages required by the logic board 
are all present at the board. In order to fur- 
ther troubleshoot, you will need either an 
oscilloscope or a logic probe. 

Unfortunately, not everyone can afford 
the $1,000 price tag for a reasonably good 
oscilloscope. Even if you can, it is not prac- 
tical to carry around in the field. The 
oscilloscope, a valuable tool for the bench 
tech, will be discussed in a future column. 

Why is a logic probe needed to test a 
logic board? In digital circuits, all the lines 
that carry digital signals switch rapidly 
back and forth from one logic state to the 
other (‘‘low’’ to “‘high’’ or ‘‘high’’ to 
‘‘low’’). A voltmeter reading on these lines 
is meaningless because a voltmeter in- 
dicates the “‘average’’ voltage on a line 
rather than the true logic state at an instant. 
For example, a regular square wave signal

of +5 volts amplitude will be read by a 
meter as 2.5 volts. It cannot read the logic 
condition of that line or the presence of 
pulsing signals. 


What a logic probe can do 

1) It gives you an indication ofthe logic 
state of a particular line, whether logic 
“Том” or logic ‘‘high.”’ 

2) It detects the presence of pulses or ac- 
tive signals on a particular line (even pulses 
that are too narrow for an oscilloscope to 
catch) and indicates the logic level of those 
pulses. 

A logic probe is a long, pen-like instru- 
ment with a sharp pointed metal tip used to 
touch the circuit part under test. It has a pair 
of wires with alligator clips at each end that 
enable you to clip the probe to the same 
power source as the circuit under test, since 
a logic probe is usually not self-powered. 
There are three LED indicators to show 
""high,"' “low,” or **pulse"' conditions. 

There is a CMOS/TTL selector switch to 
set the high-low calibration of the probe to 
match the characteristics of each of these 
two tips of logic family devices. There is 
also a pulse/normal selector switch. At 
pulse mode, the logic level of the signal 
pulses is indicated. At normal mode, the 
DC logic state is indicated.

Almost all logic probes are alike in 
features and function. The main differences 
between expensive and less expensive 
models are a higher input impedance and a 
higher measurable input frequency. The 
Radio Shack model has an input impedance 
of 100K ohms and can measure signals up 
to 10 MHZ. 

In comparison, an $80 B&K model has 
an input impedance of 2-Meg ohms and can 
measure signals up to 50 MHZ. A probe 
with a high input impedance will less like- 
ly load up or disturb a circuit under test. As 
for the input frequency, the Radio Shack 
probe is fine for use on pinball MPU boards 
(which only run at 4 MHZ) and some older 
video PCBs. It is unsuitable for the latest 
video game logic boards, whose clocks can 
run at a frequency way beyond 10 MHZ. 


What a logic probe can't do 

A logic probe can only indicate the 
presence of signal pulses, but you can't 
observe the actual shape of the wave form 
(as you would see on an oscilloscope 
screen). Therefore, you cannot determine 
the duration of each cycle, the width of each 
pulse, or the amplitude of the pulses. With 
only a probe, you have no means of know- 
ing whether the signal is a valid one or just 
digital garbage. 
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Troubleshooting 

Switch matrix failure on pinball MPU 
boards: You can use a logic probe to 
monitor the logic levels of switch strobe 
and return lines. All eight strobe lines 
should all be **high,"' pulsing “‘low.’’ Any 
line that is stuck either ‘‘high’’ or “Јоу” 
means a bad drive transistor or logic gate. 

All eight return or row lines should be 
held ‘‘high’’ when not switched to any of 
the column lines through the playfield swit- 
ches. Otherwise, they should show pulses 
coming from the strobe lines. If any return 
line indicates a steady ‘‘low’’ condition, it 
means a bad logic gate.

I-O circuits on a video game board: One 
of the most common board failures is caus- 
ed by voltage spikes generated by static 
electricity. It’s induced by a player through 
the coin door or control switch inputs. I-O 
problems can also be caused by a bad, or 
poorly connected, coin meter. When this 
happens, the switch input line in question 
will short to ground or is stuck ‘‘low.’’ 

Some logic boards will not power up 
when they sense this condition. Some will 
still function normally except that you 
won't get any response from the switch 
connected to the defective input line. ` 

If you encounter a board that is totally 
dead, don’t panic yet. Check each of your 
input lines with your logic probe. They 
should all be held ‘‘high.’’ If any one of 
them is found to be ‘‘low,”’’ trace that line 
and you will probably find a bad logic gate, 
which you can verify further with your pro- 
be by observing the input and output levels 
of that gate. Of course, this is assuming that 
you first made sure the fault is not being 
caused by the external wiring to the board. 

Happy probing and as always...keep

Avoiding the tax trap of 


owner-employee expenses 


re you an owner-employee? Well, 
listen up. Expenses are a part of 
business life, and legitimate expenses are 
always deductible. But there’s a tax trap 
that turns a seemingly deductible expense 
into a nondeductible item. 

The tax law is simple. As an employee, 
you are distinct from your employer cor- 
poration. And that’s still the law if you own 
all or part of your corporation. 

Listen to this sad, but true, story. Fred 
owned 15 percent of VDS, his employer. 
He often flew his personally owned 
airplane on company business. He did not 
seek reimbursement from VDS for his fly- 
ing, though he asked for—and received— 
reimbursement for other travel expenses. 
What did Fred do with his airplane ex- 
penses? He deducted them (including 
depreciation) on his personal tax return as 
employee business expense. 

There’s no question that the expenses 
would’ve been deductible by VDS. What 
about the deduction taken on Fred’s return? 
Sorry, the IRS said, it’s not allowed. Worse 
yet, the Tax Court agreed with the IRS (Tax 
Court Memo 1990-314). 

Unfortunately, the law is clear, accor- 
ding to the court: when an employee fails to 
request reimbursement that would be 
granted, the expense is presumed to be per- 
sonal. Result: no deduction! No, the tax- 
payer cannot convert a corporate expense 
into his own business expense by not seek- 
ing reimbursement. 
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Fortunately, there is an easy way to avoid 
this tax trap. Just ask for, and always ac- 
cept, expense reimbursements you are en- 
titled to. 


Second opinion cures sick tax 
patient 
I’m on the move again. I feel like an old- 

fashioned country doctor making house 
calls, but the difference is my patients are 
sick of taxes. I recently visited a successful 
family business near Jamestown, N.Y. It’s 
owned by a retired 65-year-old (ГІ call him 
Joe) and run by Bob, his 34-year-old son. 

Bob wanted a second tax opinion for a 
transfer plan and an estate plan put into 
place by Joe in the mid-1980s. Man, this 
tax patient is really sick. What follows is the 
story of the symptoms, the diagnosis, and 
the “тпаріс tax potions”’ that cured the pa- 
tient. First, the facts. 

Joe owns 70 percent of two corporations: 
a profitable S corporation (Success Co.) 
that operates a string of stores, and a C cor- 
poration (a tax-paying corporation named 
R/E Co.) that owns real estate leased to 
Success Co. The real estate has an income 
tax basis of $1 million but a current fair 
market value of $7 million. Bob owns the 
remaining 30 percent of the stock of both 
corporations. Each of the corporations is 
the beneficiary of $1 million of a $2 million 
policy on Joe’s life. 

There are four more little details: 1) Joe 
is married to his second wife, Flo, and they 


have a premarital agreement that gives Flo 
the income from one-third of the value of 
Joe’s assets at his death for as long as she 
lives. But get this: none of the Success Co. 
or R/E Co. stock can be used to provide Flo 
her income. 

2) An artificially low price in a buy/sell 
agreement would force Joe’s estate to sell 
his stock in Success Co. back to Success 
Co., and the same for R/E Co. Result: Bob 
would then own 100 percent of both cor- 
porations. 3) Joe has a second grown son, 
30-year-old Jim, who is not in the business. 
4) Neither Joe nor Flo is insurable. 

The diagnosis is as follows: 1) The $1 
million in life insurance payable to R/E Co. 
would kick up $150,000 in unnecessary, 
alternative minimum tax. 2) The full $2 
million of insurance would be included in 
Joe’s estate because he controls both cor- 
porations, but the $2 million (less the 
$150,000 in tax) would belong to the cor- 
poration, not Joe’s estate. 3) The estate 
would be broke. As a matter of fact, there 
would not even be enough liquid assets to 
set aside to satisfy the obligation to Flo. 
Worse yet, if the obligation to Flo is met, 
there would be zero dollars to pay an 
estimated $3 million of estate tax liability. 

The objectives are clear: reduce the value 
of Joe’s estate, get cash to fund the obliga- 
tion to Flo, and pay the estate tax. Here are 
the four major tax medicines I recommend- 
ed to cure Joe’s transfer and estate plan. 

1) Merge R/E Co. into Success Co. This 
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is tax-free. R/E Co. is worth about $7 
million as a real estate company but, as part 
of the operating company, its value is 
reduced by at least $2 million for estate tax 
purposes. Over $1 million in estate tax is 
saved. Every year the annual income tax 
load will be reduced by about $12,000 (the 
$400,000 in R/E Co.’s will be taxed at 31 
percent instead of 34 percent), then Joe and 
Bob would take the entire $400,000 profit 
out of Success Co. without paying a second 
tax. The annual income tax savings is over 
$120,000. 

2) Take the $2 million in insurance out of 
the corporation and give it to Bob and Jim. 
This will drop the value of Joe’s estate 
another $2 million and save another $1 
million, plus an estate tax. 

3) Change Joe’s will to put the entire 
estate tax obligation on Bob and Jim. The 
$2 million in income tax-free/estate tax- 
free insurance proceeds will handle the en- 
tire estate tax load when Joe dies. 

4) Make sure Joe’s will qualifies for the 
100 percent marital deduction for Flo’s 
one-third share, thus deferring any estate 
tax on this portion of Joe’s estate until Flo 
dies. 

Yes, there are other details and nuances 
in the plan, including gifts to Bob and Jim, 
but these four tax medicines cured the 
patient. 


Get your life insurance out of 
your corporation 
Raise your hand if your corporation 
owns life insurance on your life. OK, let’s 
count hands. Based on my experience, 
about 80 out of every 100 corporate 
business owners would have their hands 
up. And most of the time each raised hand 
is identifying a mistake. Lousy tax plann- 
ing? No, the insurance is not the mistake. 
But the way the policy is being held will 
usually cause a tax disaster down the road. 
Let me explain. The most common 
reason for buying the insurance is for so- 
called “Кеу man"' insurance, or to fund a 
buy-sell agreement. When you die, the cor- 
poration collects the insurance proceeds on 
your life—say, $300,000. The entire pro- 
ceeds are tax-free, as far as the regular in- 
come tax is concerned. Now here's where 
it get tricky. 
Suppose your corporation is a C (tax- 


paying) corporation. Sorry, but the cor- 
poration must pay an Alternative Minimum 
Tax (AMT) as high as 20 percent, or 
$60,000. Ouch! Now that you're gone, the 
family decides that your wife Sue should 
have the balance (say, $240,000) to live on. 
Sorry, but that payment is a taxable divi- 
dend. She must cough up another $67,000 
in income taxes. 

You say you operate as an S corporation? 
The results are a bit better. There is no 
AMT, allowing a full $300,000 to 
distribute to Sue. But wait a minute; there's 
a rule to contend with. To the extent that 
your corporation had prior C corporation 
earnings, every dime of those earnings 
must be paid as a taxable dividend before 
the $300,000 in insurance proceeds can be 
distributed tax-free. Put another way, if 
your corporation has $300,000 in C cor- 
poration surplus, the entire payment to Sue 
will be socked with current income tax. 

What can you do now? Whether you 
operate as a C corporation or as an S cor- 


poration, get the insurance out of the cor- 
poration and into your own name. Simply 
buy it from the corporation for its cash sur- 
render value and have the ownership 
transferred into your name. Now, Sue can 
collect the entire $300,000 and use it all, 
free of any current income taxes. Also, 
remember that insurance proceeds paid to 
a family member instead of the corporation 
are not subject to the claims of corporate 
creditors. 

One more point: it is rare indeed that I 
look over the life insurance program of a 
client without finding a potentially expen- 
sive tax blunder—sometimes the income 
tax, sometimes the estate tax, often both. 
Your best bet? Have someone— who 
doesn't sell life insurance—check every 
facet of your life insurance coverage. ÛJ

money early without penalties 


any taxpayers are reluctant to make 
contributions to an IRA because they 
believe any withdrawal before they reach 
age 59-1/2 will be subject to a 10 percent 
penalty in addition to federal and state in- 
come taxes. 

Although this is true in most instances, it 
is possible to take early withdrawals 
without incurring the penalty. The IRS will 
not penalize an individual for withdrawing 
money from an IRA if it is part of a series 
of substantially equal periodic payments 
based on the life expectancy of an IRA 
Owner. 

These payments must continue without 
change until either age 59-1/2 or for five 
years, whichever is longer. There are three 
alternatives for determining how much the 
IRS will allow an individual to withdraw on 
an annual basis. 

Life expectancy method: This alter- 
native pays you the least amount of money 
but is the easiest to calculate. You simply 
ask your tax professional to research your 
life expectancy (tables are available from 
the IRS). Take the total amount in all of 
your IRA accounts as of December 31 of 
the preceding year and divide by the 
number of years that you are expected to 
live (total IRA $/life expectancy equals 
allowed annual distribution). 

For example, say you are 50 with a life 
expectancy of 33 years, and you have 
$100,000 in all of your IRA accounts as of 


December 31, 1990. Divide $100,000 by 
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33; the amount of the first year’s distribu- 
tion would be $3,030. This method allows 
for the potential increase in annual 
withdrawals. 

Amortization method: This method 
allows an individual to take out all of the in- 
terest earned in the IRA each year, plus 
enough of the principal each year to bring 
the account to zero at the end of his life 
expectancy. 

Assume the same parameters as our 
previous example—a 33-year life expectan- 
cy and $100,000 in all IRA accounts. With 
an eight percent rate of return, the annual 
payment calculated under the amortization 
method would be $8,685, which is substan- 
tially higher than the life expectancy 
method amount of $3,030. This withdrawal 
amount must remain the same each year for 
five years or until you reach 59-1/2 years of 
age, whichever is greater. 

In using the amortization method of 
calculating withdrawals, there is a risk that 
the funds will run out prior to life expectan- 
cy, but more money may be withdrawn 
initially. 

Annuity method: An annuity plan will 
allow for withdrawals in a manner and in an 
amount similar to the amortization method. 
An annual payment is determined using ап 
annuity table. 

The individual in the preceding examples 
would have an annuity factor of 11.109 
(assuming an interest rate of eight percent 
and using the UP-1984 Mortality Table). 


He would receive an annual distribution of 
$9,002 ($100,000 divided by 11.109), the 
highest annual distribution of the three 
methods. So, if you have been hesitant 
about contributing to an IRA because of 
withdrawal restrictions and the potential 
penalty, there is a way to avoid it. 

Caution: you will need professional 
guidance to set up an IRA withdrawal plan. 
If you implement a withdrawal plan without 
proper guidance, you risk making mistakes 
which may cause taxes and penalties that 
can consume a significant portion of your 
distribution. 

Also, there is an important bill pending 
that would allow first-time home buyers to 
withdraw IRA money for the purchase 
and/or down payment. It is favored by 
senators, congressmen, and even President 
Bush. The bill has not been voted upon, but 
very aggressively discussed. It is likely that 
within three years, this bill will be added to 
an existing piece of legislation and become 
law. ÛJ

Using а VARIAC 


VARIAC is a variable transformer 

that takes an input of 117 volts AC. 
The output is adjustable from 0 volts to ap- 
proximately 130 volts AC. There’s really 
only one use for the VARIAC in our in- 
dustry (that I know of, anyway), but in this 
single instance, it’s hard to beat for a quick 
diagnosis of a certain type of monitor 
problem. 

If the voltage regulator in a monitor short 
circuits, it will usually not blow a fuse. In 
fact, it is very rare for a bad voltage 
regulator to blow a fuse. Instead, the defec- 
tive voltage regulator allows excessive 
voltage to pass through to the rest of the cir- 
cuits in the monitor. This excessively high 
voltage can trip the ‘‘X-ray protector cir- 
cuit,’ killing the monitor. The monitor will 
appear completely dead, but there will be 
plenty of B+ voltage. It’s not unusual for 
the B+ to be as high as + 160 volts DC. 

The VARIAC can be used to determine 
if you have a bad regulator. Connect the 
VARIAC to the AC input of the monitor. 
Start with the voltage at 0 and slowly bring 
the voltage up. If the monitor works OK 
with the VARIAC set to 80-100 volts or so 
but trips the X-ray protector when set to a 
120 volt output, the voltage regulator is bad. 

Caution: The VARIAC is not an isola- 
tion transformer. If you look at the 
schematic diagram of the VARIAC you 
will see that the input is directly connected 
to the output. This type of transformer is 
known as an autotransformer. For safety, 
an isolation transformer should also be us- 
ed. Connect the output of the VARIAC to 
the input of the isolation transformer, just 
as you would normally connect the 117 
volts AC. 

VARIACs are available from just about 


all electronics outlets. For our purposes, an 
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output current rating of just 1 amp is suffi- 
cient, but you may not be able to find one. 
А 5 amp VARIAC is available from Calrad

Worse yet, if a switch or sensor is out of ad- 
justment, or just plain ‘‘shorted,’’ the game 
will score points whenever a coin is in- 
serted. This is a great way to increase the 
ticket percentages for that game!

for emitting infrared light) and the other 
half is the detector (for detecting infrared 
light). 

The opto-sensor comes in two different 
configurations. The first is a single mold- 
ed piece with a slot or groove in the center. 
Both the emitter and the detector are in the 
same package, but across from each other. 
Four leads or wires come out of the bottom 
of the sensor, two for the emitter and two 


redemption games 


Redemption games incorporate three dif- 
ferent types of ‘‘sensors’’ to detect when 
the ball has entered into a scoring pocket. 
Тһе most widely used scoring *'sensor'' is 
the simple three-terminal microswitch; it's 
the same type of switch used on a video 
game pushbutton or coin door. The only 
difference with this scoring switch is that it 
usually has a long actuating wire or blade. 
One of the most common types of failures 
associated with this switch is the actuator 
being bent too much or too far from the 
constant hitting of the balls. Another pro- 
blem is that the actuator can also loosen 
from the switch and fall off inside of the 
game. 

The second type of scoring sensor is a 
true sensor: it's known as an opto-sensor. 
This is the same basic sensor that a 
trackball, steering wheel, or ticket 
dispenser uses. The opto-sensor has two 
parts to it. One half is the emitter (known 


for the detector. 

The second configuration of opto-sensor 
consists of two totally separate pieces. 
Depending on the type, both the emitter and 
the detector can look the same. The only 
way to tell the difference between them is 
that the emitter is a diode that emits light. 
You can test the emitter just as you would 
test a diode. In some cases, the detector 
package is darker in color, but not always. 

In some games the emitter and detector 
are placed across a channel or ball path. 
The emitter will not emit enough light to 
reach the detector, so it must be pulsed very 
quickly and with a higher voltage. This will 
increase the range of the beam of infrared 
light; it will shoot farther for the detector to 
detect it. This technique of pulsing the emit- 
ter is used for remote control of televisions 
and VCRs, as well as a redemption game 
called Bozo's Grand Prize. 

In this game both the emitter and detec- 
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tor are mounted on separate circuit boards 
measuring 1-5/8" x 1-3/8”. The circuit 
boards are mounted into the game facing 
each other, about two inches apart. The ball 
channel runs between them, and the ball 
must break the beam of light to score. The 
easiest way to troubleshoot the emitter and 
detector boards is to just switch them with 
a working set from one of the other 
‘“buckets’’ in the game. 

Lazer-Tron’s games also use the light 
sensor concept, except that the emitter is 
housed in the gun assembly and the detec- 
tor circuit is in the target assembly. The gun 
also has a visible light circuit inside the gun. 
When the gun trigger is pushed by the 
player, both the invisible infrared light and 
the visible light beams are ‘‘shot’’ out of the 
gun. This makes troubleshooting the gun a 
little tougher, since the visible light will 
make the gun look as if it's working. 

Skee-Ball uses microswitches to score 
each pocket. But instead of connecting each 
scoring switch to a specific point value cir- 
cuit, the designers got very inventive and 
connected all the scoring switches up in 
parallel to the 10-point circuit. When a ball 
lands into a 50-point scoring hole, the ball 
rolls down a channel and actuates each 
scoring switch only once! The game logic 
board *'sees"' the 10-point switches being 
hit five times (5 x 10 = 50 points). On 
Skee-Ball games with bonus pockets, a 
100-point circuit has been added. 


This way of scoring makes trouble- 
shooting very easy. If the ball is rolled in- 
to the 50-point scoring hole and only 40 
points are displayed, one of the scoring 
switches is bad—but which one? There are 
five switches, one switch for each scoring 
pocket. To locate the bad switch, watch the 
score display very carefully as you drop a 
ball into the 10-point pocket. If 10 points 
are scored, the 10-point pocket switch is 
OK. Drop a ball into the 20-point pocket 
and watch the score display; 20 points 
should be posted to the display. If only 10 
points are displayed, then the switch behind 
the 20-point scoring pocket is bad. 

Do the same for the other scoring 
pockets. If your game has bonus pockets 
worth 100 points, these scoring holes each 
have their own scoring switches. If one of 
these pockets is not scoring, the problem is 
the switch associated with that pocket. If

both 100-point pockets are not scoring, be 
sure to check the connections to the 
switches—the switches themselves and the 
wires to each 100-point switch from the 
board. Meltec also uses a microswitch 
setup to score points/targets in all of its 
games. 

Sometimes a microswitch used in the 
redemption game will become intermittent. 
When a scoring switch works ‘‘half-way”’ 
it can wreak havoc with your ticket percen- 
tages by vending tickets when a game is 
started. This is obviously not good. 

To troubleshoot an 
microswitch, assemble the scoring switch 
tester. (Note: A diagram and parts list for 
this project are shown.) The tester is a very 
simple circuit since there are only four 
parts: a battery, a 1.5 volt lamp, and two 
clip leads. The tester works like the switch 
edges test used in electronic pinball games. 
Be sure you turn off the game before you 


intermittent , 


connect the tester to the intermittent switch. 
Just connect one of the clip leads to one of 
the scoring switch terminals and the other 
clip lead to the other switch terminal. 

If the game you are testing uses normal- 
ly closed switches to score, the tester light 
will be on until you hit the target. The light 
on the tester will ‘‘shutter’’ or quickly blink 
just before turning off as you hit the target. 
If this is the case, that switch is bad. The 
light on the tester will be off and turn on if 
the game uses a normally open switch cir- 
cuit. The reason to assemble and use the 
scoring switch tester to locate bad switches 
is that most digital multimeters are too fast 
to see the small intermittent you can “ее” 
with the scoring switch tester lamp. 

It has been my experience that most of 
the problems associated with redemption 
games not scoring properly involve hard- 
ware (microswitches, the gun assembly, 
etc.), not the logic board. [J 
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Making EPROMs and 
ROMs perfectly clear 


ince the days of the very early 8080 

microprocessor-controlled, hand- 
held calculators to the very complex 
multiprocessor-controlled video creations 
we have today, the words “КОМ” and 
“ЕРКОМ” have been thrown around by 
many without knowledge of the differences 
between the two. The abbreviation 
“КОМ” means ‘‘Read Only Memory." 
It’s been permanently stored into the in- 
tegrated circuit and may not be altered. 

On the other hand, “ЕРЕОМ”” stands 
for ‘‘Erasable Programmable Read Only 
Memory."' It is also permanent until the in- 
tegrated circuit is erased. Most EPROMs 
may be erased in their entirety by exposing 
the quartz window on top of the integrated 
circuit to an ultraviolet light source of suf- 
ficient strength. 

There are some precautions that should 
be observed when dealing with EPROMs. 
After an EPROM is programmed, the 
quartz window should be covered with an 
opaque label or tape to prevent stray 
ultraviolet light (direct sunlight or fluores- 
cent lights) from accidentally erasing any 
valid data in the EPROM. Direct sunlight 
and fluorescent lighting can, in time, cause 
partial or total erasure. 

There is a newer, less-expensive version 
ofthe EPROM that may not be erased. It's 
abbreviation is “ОТР,”” meaning ‘‘One- 
Time Programmable.’’ These OTPs are 
EPROMs without the quartz window. This 
version is normally used when production 
software is not quite finished and lead times 
may be too long to order ROMs. OTP 
EPROMS normally are purchased for less 
than two-thirds of the EPROM version's 
price. The OTPs you receive will be blank 


or erased. Be careful when programming 
them; you will not be able to erase and 
reprogram this device. 

There are several classes or families of 
ROMs as well, with advantages and disad- 
vantages. ROMs are usually a great deal 
faster than EPROMs and less expensive. 
However, ROMs are usually harder to get 
in small quantities because they are 
manufactured with the program or data per- 
manently stored in the chip. This usually 
means that the company that orders the 
original ROM has to place an order several 
weeks—if not months—ahead of the pro- 
duction date to ensure that the ROMs will 
be there on time.

reprogrammed. Again, there is no lead 
time required. The disadvantage is that the 
software change will cost quite a bit more 
because the old parts аге пої 
reprogrammable. 

With all of the different manufacturers of 
memory devices, there is a continuous flow 
of different ROMs in size, speed, and con- 
figuration. Currently the video industry is 
generally using only a handful of different 
types. The most popular ones are the 
27512, 27010, 271000, and—just 
starting—a 27020 or 272000. The video 
game industry is, for the most part, using 
masked ROMs or OTP ROMs for video 
character ROMs or any data tables, such as

This also has drawbacks when it comes 
time to fix any program or data errors that 
may have been missed or overlooked 
before ordering the ROMs. Once it has 
been manufactured, the data contained in 
the ROM is not alterable. If a company uses 
EPROMs the cost will be a great deal 
higher, but if changes are needed in the 
software program it will cost considerably 
less to make those changes. 

All that is required is erasing and 
reprogramming. There normally is very lit- 
tle money lost on software changes when 
EPROM s are used. If a company decides to 
use OTP ROMs and is forced to make 
changes in the program, the old ROMs are 
usually thrown away and new ones 


sound and video titles. EPROMs or OTP 
ROMs are used for the main program 
ROMs. 

Table 1 is a list of EPROMs that are or 
have been used in the video game industry 
on a regular basis, along with their size and 
cost (approximated based on several dif- 
ferent vendors). 

There are as many programmers 
available as there are the number of ROMs 
and EPROMs. These programmers range 
from simple, single-device types at the low 
end to a multiple-socketed, universal pro- 
grammer at the high end. 

While the low end examples offer an in- 
expensive (get-you-by) device, technology 
may outgrow this type of programmer very

quickly. To ensure that you are not wasting 
your investment, look for a programmer 
that is flexible for different devices. Such 
devices range from micro-controllers that 
have programmable memory inside to ones 
that handle larger devices than are currently 
available today. Some flexible program- 
mers also offer programming of multiple 
ROMs (gang option). Most flexible pro- 
grammers offer a zero insertion force (ZIF)

socket that will accept any chip from .300 
to .600 wide, and anywhere up to 40 pins. 
Some programmers are striving to be 
very versatile by having a programmable 
power supply in the programmer and pro- 
grammable pins to the ZIF socket. This 
makes it very easy for the manufacturer to 
update the programmer software when the 
integrated circuit technology changes. 
There are universal programmers that will 


test random-access memory and 7400 
series ICs. They will also program bipolar, 
EPROM, PAL, and micro-control ROMs. 
These units are normally several hundred 
dollars higher than a standard programmer 
and sometimes do not handle all of the dif- 
ferent ROMs. 

Since some programmers are not flexi- 
ble, it is important to evaluate different ones 
before making your purchase. There are 
several that are called stand-alone program- 
mers with a serial interface. Most of these 
are usually more expensive due to the add- 
ed cost of the internal memory, keypad, 
and hardware required to run and interface 
them. 

If you must go on location to reprogram 
ROMs, look for a stand-alone unit. If you 
are going to do most of your work in the 
shop and have an IBM-compatible com- 
puter handy (as most of the shops do), in- 
vest in a plug-in expansion card program- 
mer. Our shop has tested several different 
programmers, from universal to expansion 
cards. We currently have several ROM

There are several features about this pro- 
grammer and software combination that 
make it easy to use. The menu-driven soft- 
ware is by far the most impressive part of 
the programmer. The software is capable 
of handling macro commands and has a 
built-in memory editor, an extensive on- 
line help system, and split and gang op- 
tions. The price of the programmer makes 
it a steal to try one.

After using a programmer for a while, 
technology will advance; so must the pro- 
grammer. The programmer we use the 
most has had several software updates to 
add to the list of devices it can program. 
This is a very important part of the 
manufacture of any programmer. We have 
what was an up-to-date EPROM program- 
mer that now is outdated. This programmer 
will only program chips as large as 27512, 
while chips common to the marketplace to- 
day are 27010 and 27020. 

The programmer we like so much is 
upgradeable to 32 meg EPROMs, requires 
no personality modules, and will even pro- 
gram the older 2532 EPROMSs (as in Ms. 
Pac-Man). This programmer is very affor- 
dable and versatile. Needham’s Electronics 
definitely has a winner in its low-cost, in- 
ternal EPROM programmer priced at 
$139.95. Needham’s also offers a stand- 
alone, eight-gang programmer with a 
reasonable price of $750. The company 
also offers a single-socket model priced at 
$550. 

No matter which programmer you pur- 
chase, you will be programming in 
minutes. The stand-alone programmers are 
slightly faster; they can program a one meg 
EPROM in just 40 seconds.

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grammer for the future. Anyone planning 
to buy a universal programmer should 
research both the company and program- 
mer. Some companies are just retailers. If 
you encounter a problem or need technical 
support, you may not get an answer. If you 
buy a universal programmer, be sure the 
company offers technical support along 
with a money-back guarantee. 

(Note: I have used Needham’s technical 
Support to aid in programming of 2708 
EPROMs and commend them for their 
help.) 

If you have a technician who is capable 
of finding bad ROMs or EPROMs and you 
are going to be programming replacement 
EPROMs, you will more than likely find 
EPROM s that are not fully erased. This is 
very common in a repair facility. If you 
have old EPROMs out of used PC boards, 
you can simply peel the labels off, clean any 
glue or dirt from the quartz window, and 
erase them for approximately 10 to 15 
minutes in an EPROM eraser.

An EPROM eraser consists of a small 
ultraviolet lamp that resembles a fluores- 
cent light bulb, a small ballast transformer, 
a switch or fluorescent bulb starter, and a 
cabinet to hold the light fixture. Some of the

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more expensive models have a built-in 
timer to turn the unit off after a set period 
of time. If you are just starting out and do 
not want to pay the price of a production 
EPROM eraser, you can build one. 

Figure One shows a schematic to a sim- 
ple EPROM eraser. Simply mount the 
ultraviolet bulb into a plastic cassette or 
8-track tape carrying case or any other 
suitable plastic project case. When you 
build an eraser take care to have the 
distance of the EPROMs approximately 
one to two inches away from the bulb to en- 
surea shorter erase time. The farther away 
the chips are from the bulb, the longer you 
will have to wait. To find an ultraviolet light 
bulb, try one of the following suppliers or 
a full-line lighting supply store. The sup- 
pliers listed also have a variety of EPROM 
erasing units and programmers. 


Trouble spots for ROMs 

If you think you are having troubles with 
a ROM, try looking at some of the follow- 
ing symptoms: 

If the ROMs are used in a video data, 
look up the table. Some of the symptoms 
may include random or a set pattern of dots 
in the characters or backgrounds. The dots 
are due to incorrect data or slow or failing 
output circuitry internal to the ROM. This 
type of problem will normally appear as the 
ROM's ambient temperature is raised 
above room temperature. 

Try heating and cooling the ROM you 
suspect. Using a small hair dryer or heat 
gun to heat the ROM will usually cause the 
dots to appear. Cooling will usually cause 
the ROM to return to normal or decrease 
the number of dots you see. If the ROMs 
with this heat problem are in the sound cir- 
cuit data area you may have the wrong 
sound emitted when the ROM gets warm. 
If the ROMs аге part of the 
microprocessor’s program, the 
microprocessor will usually lock up. It is 
somewhat common to see one bit acciden- 
tally change. 

The easiest way to find out if the data is 
valid or correct is to place the ROM into a 
programmer and do a comparison against 
a saved version of the ROM or another 
good ROM. If you have access to a good set 
of ROMs, switch them one at a time to 
verify them. The only way to accurately

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check a ROM’s access speed is to place a 
known good ROM into the suspected 
ROM’s location. 

Another common problem is a shorted 
ROM. When its output is shorted or zapped 
by static electricity, the ROM may develop 
an internal short. When this happens you 
will find that the ROM's case will heat up 
and sometimes get hot enough to burn your 
finger. Touching and smelling are valid 
ways to determine problems. First do a 
visual inspection on the circuit board and 
then apply power and look, listen, and feel. 
By feeling the tops of the integrated circuits 
you may run across a shorted ROM or 
RAM. 

I will make mention that bi-polar ROMs 
and Programmable Logic Arrays (PAL) 
devices will naturally run hotter than other 
chips on the circuit board. Normal chip 
operating temperature is just warm to the 
touch in a free air environment. When you 
are going to replace a ROM or an EPROM 
with one you programmed, make certain 
that the speed rating of the device is equal 


to, if not faster than, the original. 

In conclusion, here are some simple facts 
about ROMs and EPROMs. Examine the 
figure showing the pinout of a 2716 
EPROM. On the left side of the 2716 are 
the pins marked address input lines. These 
pins are used to select a location of memory

called stand-by mode. Stand-by mode will 
reduce power consumption of this chip by 
approximately 25 percent. 

Next is the output enable pin used to turn 
the output lines on or off. If the output 
enable line is held high (+5 VDC) the chips 
data output pins are also held in a Hi-Z 
state. The pins on the right are the data out- 
put lines, which deliver the data at the ad- 
dress selected to the data bus. These data 
output lines are also used as inputs when 
programming the chip. 

To summarize a normal read cycle, the 
chip enable line will be held low (0 VDC) 
and the proper address placed on the ad- 
dress lines A0-A10. Then when the output 
enable line is brought low (0 VDC), the 
data that has been stored in the location 
specified by the address line will be present 
on the data output pins. When the output 
enable line returns high (+5 VDC), the 
data output lines are returned to a Hi-Z 
state. I hope this will help aid in the 
understanding and repairing of ROM or 
EPROM problems. O
